Though 
still suffering, and very weak, he made the 
longest address he bas thus far delivered during 
the campaign. Mr. John M. Price presided, and 
introduced Mr. LeMoyne, who spoke as fol- 

lows: 
THE ADDRESS. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: It is now 
just about two years since I made, in this house, 
almost my first political speech. I had then just 
left the Republican party, because I believed 
that the good of the country demanded a change 
of Administration, and I tried to convince you of 
this fact. I believe the majority of you differed 
with me then. Has the experience of the past 
two years justified your opinion, or mine? My 
errand to you now is the same that it was then. 

In what I have to say, I do not wish to ad- 
dress myself to your feelings. or make any ap- 
peal to passion or prejudice. You should regard 


the politics of the day as purely a question of 
dollars and cents, to be discussed just as you 
would discuss any other business srrangement 
in which you are interested. What would you 
think of a set of farmers who shouid fix the 
time of corn-planting by resolution; or who 
would refuse to gather their harvest, except at 
such times as all the other members of the same 
cburch should gather theirs? You would say 
they were fools. I am not sure that you are 
more rationai when you are influenced in your 
voting by appeals to stick to a party, which bas 
had a glorious past, or when you allow your- 
selves to be controlled by party ties, or led by 
political leaders. 
IN YOUR PERSONAL AFFAIRS, 

when you are selecting an employe, you exercise 
your best judgment as to his fitness for the par- 
tacular service you require; why then, when you 
are selecting an employe by vote, whether it be 
for an executive or legislative employmeut, do 
you give up yuur judgment and allow yourselves 
to be influenced by passion, prejudice, or party 
ties ? 

This submission to the control of party leaders 
is very often injurious to the best interests of 
the country, and very expensive to youiselves. 

You have no doubt heard a great deal of the 
glorious record of political parties. If you aTe 
disposed to continue investments in this style of 
glory, would it not be as well to stop and con- 
sider how much it costs ? 

A great deal has been said about 

THE DIRECT ROBBERIES 

of the present Administration. You often see 
by the papers that some employe of the Govern- 
ment has stolen or embezzled a large amount of 

ublic funds. Congress, perhaps, has voted a 
arge subsidy to some company, or given away 
large tracts of the pubiic lands. You bave paid 
littie attention to this. If, each time any of the 
public property was thus abstracted, the tax- 
gatherer should come round and collect from 
each of you a proportion of the amount neces- 
sary to replace this fund, how long would vou 
retain the servants who, by their negligence or 
criminality, had caused the loss ? 

NOW, WHAT 18 THE DIFFERENCE 
between having to pay this money directly and 
having to pay it in additional taxes or duties at 
some future time? There is really none, but 
such a length of time elapses that we lose the 
connection between cause and effect, aud the 
burden is placed u us indirectly. And bur- 
dens thus im p , though often more serious, 
are less observed than those placed upon us di- 
rectly. These direct robberies have, under the 
present Administration, gone unpunished, and 
the loss of the money to the nation has not been 
so serious an injury as the demoralization of the 
people in seeing the crimes of embezeiment and 
theft treated as if they were not eriminal. 

But at this time I desire to call your attention 
for a little while to what might be calied 

THE INDIRECT ROBBERIES 
of the Republican party; and the greatest of 
these is the protective tariff. Let us for a mo- 
ment consider tne ABC's of the tariff system : 

In all communities, men naturally take up dif- 
ferent occupations. 

If the farmer wants a pair of shoes, he does 
not stop his farming operations to make the

Suppose, after a while, the shoemaker. getting 
more avaricious than hjs neighbors, more impa- 
tient te be rich, applies to the Government for 
aesistance, and the Government, yielding to his 
application, levies a tax upon every other mem- 
ber of the community, and bands the monev to 
the shoemaker ? You would cai! this a plain rob- 
bery. Sut, inetead of this. suppose the Gov- 
ernment, to assist the shoemaker, requires every 
one who wears shoes to pay 50 cents @ pair extra 
to the shoemaker. 1s not this equally a robbery ? 
Now suppose, instead of either of these, the

There 
18 hardly anvthing that you have to buy for which 
you are not obliged to pay an extra price on 
account of this tariff. ou have to pay it on 
your glass, your nails, your iron, your 
your clothing. Forexample: Here isa a heavy 
overcoat which a friend handed me in starting. 
This coat cost in Canada $16. When it was re 
ceived in Chicago, the duties and expenses pai 
it cost $32. There is no reason except the 
why clothing should not be as cheap in Chicago 
asin Canada, This may serve to suggest to you 
how much you have to pay each year on your 
woolen goods on account of the tariff. The ad- 
vocate of a protective tariff might say that it 
really made no difference if you were obliged te 
pay this additional sum for the coat, because the 
amount of the duty goes into the public Treasury, 
and the people receive the benefit of it, in its ap-

Suppose it were true (which it ig 
not) that all the duty collected was thus applied, 
the argument would then be good. But by placing 
a duty on clothing generally, the American man-

and you have been paying just such a tax op 
your clothing, and nearly everything else you 
buy, for years, I am convinced that. if you 
would keep an account for one year of the 
amount which you thus pay, by reason of a 
protective tariff, for the benefit of the 


ou 
understand how, with 4 all 
work and saving habits, you find 
constantly feeling poor. This burden may serve 
to explain why so many of the farmers are in 
debt. In addition to the sums which you have 
to pay, the cost of everything produced by labor 
at home is increased by the tariff. The mechanic 
and laborer must receive enough for his work tc 
enable him to live, andif the cost of everything 
he bas to buy is increased by the tariff, he u 
compelled to charge more for his labor; and 
thus a little is added to the price of everything 
produced bv labor. 

The great injustice of this tariff is made ap 
parent whep we consider the small number wh<« 
receive the benefits; that is, the number oi 
those who are protected and the numbes 
of those who have the tax to pay. © census 
reports show that 

ONLY ABOUT ONE-FIFTH 
of our whole population is engaged in man- 
ufacturing pursnits. That includes, of course, ali 
the laborers and employes of the manufacturers: 
and I think itis a very safe estimate that, fou 
every capitalist engaged in manufacturing whe 
participates in the profits, there areat leasi 
twenty employes. So that out of this one-fifth 
of the pupulation of the United States, there is 
one man in twenty who really gets the profits 
realized from manufactured articles. 
This is then one man in a hundred out of the 
whole population; hence ninety-nine men are 
being taxed, and taxed heavily, for the benefit 
of this single man, and for his benefit alone. 
That is the position we are now in,—a tion 
that is grinding the life out of the Western 
country. [Applause.] Manufacturing establish- 
ments in the West are comparatively few. They 
are principally located in the East, and there the 
substance of the West is being spent. 
THE AGRICULTURAL INTEREST 
is being ruined by the tariff. You are paying 
more avd more for ail you have to buy, but how 
much more do you nowreceive for what you have 
to sell? The aggregate value of the principal 
crops, not 1ocluding cotton and tobacco, increas- 
ed from 1850 to 1860, at which time we hada 
purely revenue tariff, about ten times the pro- 
portional income for the following decade,—from 
1860 to 1870.—when we had the protective tariff. 
The natural result, unaffected by the tariff, of 
the improvements in machinerv, etc., would be 
to increase the value of agricultural pro- 
ductions, as compared with the value 
of manufactured articles. For instance, one 
pound of raw cotton will buy about five times 
more of the manufactured cloth than it would 
twenty years ago, because, by the improved ma- 
chinery, @ manufacturer is enabled to make five 
yards in the same time he could then make but 
one. But there is no patent process for forcing 
the growth of crops by whieh you can now raise 
five crops a year. e farmer is obliged te 
await the seasons, with all their uncertainties, 
to mature his crops. For this reason the price 
of agricultural products should be con- 
stantly advancing, especially as land becomes 
dearer, and the difference between manufactured 
articles avd agricultural products would from 
year to year be changing, the agricultural pro- 
ducts becoming dearer, the manufactured arti- 
cles cheaper. But, by reason of the protective 
tariff. the reverse is the case, all at the expense 
of the farmer, the mechanic, and the laborer 
and those who profit by their prosperity; an 
it is for the benefit of the manufacturer. The 
protective tariff was {framed bya Republican, 
passed by a Republican Congress. and has been 
maintained by this party to the present time. 
‘Lhe question is whether the Western people will 
continue to 
SUBMIT TO ITS BURDENS, 
or whether they will now unite with the Opposk 
tion party, which has declared as one of its fun- 
damental principles, that there shail be no tariff 
for “‘ protection,” but only for revenue. The 
difference between a protective tariff and a reve- 
nue tariff is, that the former is intended to raise 
the price of wheat we have to buy; if it does 
not do this, how does it protect? Does it not 
seem & strange propusition, that the Legislature 
of the whole people should pase laws for the pur- 
pose of adding to the price of articles, which 
ninety-nine hundredths of them have to buy? 
This protection is afforded by excluding from 
the purchaser al] manufactured articles not made 
in this country, preventing him from buying 
where he can buy the choapest. A revenue 
tariff is intended to be so low in its duties that it 
will encourage the importation of the different 
articles we use, but, by the large importation, to 
give the Government such arevenue as will en- 
able it to carry on its several departments with- 
out imposing a direct tax upon the people. [Ap- 
plause. } 
It seems to mé that thisis a question which 
needs but consideration on the part of the farm- 
ers ; and the proposition is so plain, the concin- 
sion is irresistible that they are suffering from 
this protective tariff, and to such an extent that 
it must be abolished. Itisa nest from which 
come a vast brood of corporations and — 
lies, and it is so essential to their existence 
they can well afford to keep 
A LOBBY AT WASHINGTON 
supplied with money to control the legislation of 
the country in their favor, and they do this cona- 
stantiy. You, the sufferers, who have to pay 
these heavy taxes, send no one there ; , who 
make this money, lay aside a portion of their 
profits with which to demoralize and

THE SCAMMON CASE. | 
The case in bankruptcy of the United States 


Mortgage Company against J onathan Young 
Scammon was resumed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, before Judge Blodgett, vesterday 
morning, upon two motions,—one by complain- 
ant, for s rule to show cause why the respondent 
should not submit a list of his creditors and in- 
dobtedness, and the other, by respondent, to 
strike from the files the amended petition of the 
complainant, on the ground that the United 
States Mortgage Company did not constitute 
one-fourth in value and one-third in number of 
the creditors: Wirt Dexter. Esq., appeared for 
the complainant, and Judge Trumbull and Mr. 
Aver for the respondent. 

On the motion to strike the amended petition 
from tne files, 


JUPGE TRUMETLL 
said 4 it had been ogg on 7 cone 
States Mortgage Company did not constitute 
one-fourth in number of the creditors of Mr. 
Scammon. He recited the testimony showing 
that Mr. Sansome had knowledge of numerous 
notes of Mr. Scammon in the han‘ls of different 
brokers, and of various judgments against Mr. 
Scammon. When it was shown that Mr. San- 
gome knew that his principal did not constitute 
one-fourth in namber of the creditors, and a 
third in value. the Court wou!d not give a rule to 
make an exhibit of the creditors. This would 
simply enable Mr. Sansome to go fishing, and 
gee who be could get to join with him in bank- 
ruptey ings. It conld not be that the 
Bankrupt law waa to be administered for any 
such p: . Ft apveared that Mr. Sansome 
wae not justified in his amendment, and there- 
fore it should be stricken from the file. 
WIRT DEXTER, ESQ., 
for the petitioner, gave an outline of Mr. San- 
some’s testimony, in which it was shown that he 
was familiar with Mr. Scammon’s affairs. lu 1873 
be became aware of the fact that Mr. Scammon 
was becoming more and more embarrassed, un- 
til, in November, 1873, he defaulted adebt of 
interest to the United States Mortgage Company. 
Mr. Seammon denied his insolvency, and sti!! de- 
nied it,—from a mistaken policy, Counsel be- 
lieved, for it was unquestionable that Mr. Scam- 
mion’s financial matters were in a critical condi- 
tion. It was well known io the community that 
he had failed to meet his obligations, and tbat 
his two banks had suepended payrment: and 
therefore it was known that Mr. Seammon, if not 
hopelesely bankrupt, was greatly embarrassed. 
The law clearly provided that a full hst of cred- 
itors should be furnished. In due 
courte it wonld be shown thw  fraund- 
wient sales'and transfers had been made by 
Mr. Seammon, to the express exclusion of the 
debt of the United States Mortgage Company. 
Efforts had been made to have other creditors 
join in a petition, but they had refused because 
they considered their debts against Mr. Scammon 
ciently secured. On the 6th day of April. 

after the complainant had gone into court for 

t. Mr. Scammon's trust deeds to the 
amount of $245,000 were filed for record in the 
Recorder's office. Later on, $500,900 in trust 
deeds were recorded, making in all $545,000 
worth of property conveyed by Mr. Scammon. 
Tt was said that this was to secure certain bonds, 
but by Mr. Scammon’s testimony it appeared that 
the deeds were made to secure certarm unsecured 
creditors, leaving out the Mortgace Company,- 
which was, therefore, one-fourth im value and 
one-third in number of the creditors. 

Through bad advice, Mr. Scammon had in- 
sisted upon conflict and litigation witb his cred- 
itors, assuming to dictate the terms on which he 
would pay them. It would be an extraordinary 
construction of the lawif any man, however 
eminent in position im the community, were 
allowed privileges denied to men in humbler 
circumstances. In conclusion, Mr. Dexter said 
that it must be he'd that the trust deed« were 
absolute securities to all except the creditors ex- 
pressly exciyded from the deeds. 

MR. AYER, 

for the respondent, said that Mr. Scammon had 
given the trust deeds to secure certain unsecured 
creditors, aod excludirgnone. The question was 
whether the petitioning creditor was in a position 
to require Mr. Scammon to make alist of his 
creditors, and an exhibition of his indebtedness. 
It was not proved that the Mortgage Comnany 
constituted one-fourth in number and one-third 
in value of the creditors. The language of the 
law was explicit on that point. If any person or 
oration were insufficiently secured in their 

claim against Mr. Scammon. they held orova)'e 
debts against the estate. It anpeared that at 
the time of making the affidavit ‘Mr. Sansome 
knew. or had reason to know, that various cred- 
itors of Mr. Scammon were not secured, and that 
a number of notes and judgments were out- 
standin inst Mr. mmon. He also 
knew that "there were a number of notes 
of Mr. Scammon in the hands of brokers 
forsale. Knowing all this, Mr. Sansome mase 
affidavit that the United States Mortecage Com- 
pany constituted one-fourth in value and one- 
third in number of Mr. Scammon’'s creditors. 
Counsel claimed no rights for Mr. Scammon that 
did not belong to any other man, but he held 
that the Court wonld not tolerate any frand upon 
the Bankrnot act, as would be the case if the pe- 
tition of Mr. Sansome to pass unchallenged. 

The Conrt took the pa-ers for examination, to 
give a decision at some future time.

THE SOUTH TOWN. 

The Supervisor of the South Town, Jobn 
Schank, is to be prosecuted for malfeasance in 
office by Joseph Gruenhut, Town Clerk. These 
two individuals have not the highest regard for 
éach other. Schank is ignorant, but cunning, 
‘* Little Joe,” as Gruenhut is called, thinks he 
bas Websterian brains, and bores the Justices of 
the Peace at the meetings of the Town Board 
with his opinions of what law is, or, rather, 
should be. In addition to putting upon Schank 
the onerous duties of the Supervisorsbip, the 
law makes him ‘“ Overseer of the Poor” and 
‘Town Treasurer—a combination of positions 
which, however, involve no labor. The first im- 
poses upon him the “‘ hovor ” of presiding at the 
sessions of the Board, thoagh this is 
more of a custom than a right; 
the second is not obligatory, and 
consequently the mendicants of South Chicago 
are not looked after by Schank, and get nothing 
from him; the third gives him absolute control 
of considerable money, which he can use as he 
thinks best while it is in his possession. Ever 
since the Board refused to pay him $2,500 a year 
for doing os. be bas, in his own vernacu- 
lar. been ** cranky,” and | 

REFUSED TO PAY 
any of the other town officers their salaries. 
e wanted mopev to pay his assistants 
but could not get it. The Town Clerk wished 
some to buy bread and meat, but Schank was 
immovable; he would not handover “‘ad—d 
cent” until provision was made so that he could 
some funds from the town for his services. 
Money must be had, so the Clerk resorted to 
what he calls 
** IRREGULARITIES ” 


to obtain it. Inthe first place a town order was 
given to Schank for $500, ostensibly for acting 
as ** Assistant Assessor,” but really for “loaf- 
ing,” since he never had anything to do with 
making the assessment. Subsequently he was 
resented with an order for $1,000 on account of 
bill for services as ‘‘ Supervisor and Over- 
seer of the Poor.” This was indorsed by Mike 
Evans, the Collector; A, J. Corrigan the As- 
sessor; Clerk Gruenhut, and Justice Daggett. 
The other Justices were asked for their signa- 
tures, but refused to have anything to do with 
the matter. These baits, however, failed to 
eatch Schau k’s bank-book; he bas better use for 
the money than redeeming Corrigan’s or Gruen- 
hut’s orders.

THE NEWSBOYS’ HOME, 

Twenty eager boys entered their names as in- 
mates of the new ‘‘Home” within two hours 
after the time fixed for opening the door on Sat- 
urday evening, Oct. 24. Our arrangements were 
by no means complete, but we chose to work at 
a disadvantage for a while, rather than shut 
them out any longer. The number steadily in- 
creased for the first four days, when our beds 
were all “engaged,” and paid for in advance, 
The rates have been changed from what they 
were in the temporary home on LaSalle street, 
and we now charge 10 cents for a bed, 5 cents 
for the breakfast, and 1 cents for supper, but 
the increase in price for lodging and supper, so 
far, meets with very general favor, because so 
many ocew things are given which were not en- 
joyed at the old Home, and the “supper” is 
made more substantial. We have beds and bed- 
ding for only forty, aad cannot hove to increase 
the namber until our bills are paid for the 
building and fitting up, and we are now obliged 
to refuse many new applications becanse we 
have not the needed Ble ping accom odations. 
But we have sleeping-room for 100. By letting 
some of the larger boys go, we sball try to take 
care of the smaller and more needy ones until 
they can be put into homes or good situations.

To the Editor of The Chicace Tribune: 

I observed in to-day’s issue of Taz Tarm- 
UNE an article by a party signing himself 
“Citizen.” Ris communication treats chiefly 
the affairs and management of the Chicago City 
Railway Company, and upon the “ bob-cars” 
new so extensively used by this corporation. I 
have observed almost every day during the past 
week in the various city papers, different articles 
treating the above snbject, and every one of 
them comes very far from hitting the nail square- 
ly on the bead. One writer stated that the great- 
est imposition practiced upom the public was the 
use uf “bob-cars”” (we de not deny this asser- 
tion). Secondly, the drivers employed by the 
Company upon the “ bob-cara.” I have never in 
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as in thie case. He states that they are in the 
habit of extorting a seound fare from the fair sex. 
ag also udtrue, as a driver considers him elf 
ucky when he gets the first fare. And as to the 
drivers being such a lew ciass of men, as he 
savsthev are, is aleounrrue. The class of men 
that are employed by the Company are, as & 
groerel thing, a respectable, sober, and indus- 

ous class. [tis truethat we find some of our 
best of mechanics, who have been driven to ir, 
as a meavus of ganing an honest livelihood. 
The men in theemploy of the Company are just 
es courteous and clever io passengers as ‘heir 
ca\ling allows them tobe, Asto their collecting 
fares twice, the writer is mistaken. as everybody 
tries to beat them out of a fareif they ean nos- 
@bly do so. The drivers work upon a per- 
centage, being entitled to every seventh fare, 
and it jis to tneir financial interest 
to see thet every passenger pays his fare. Most 
of the drivers and emplovees of the Company 
are men of families, and with their meagre 
wages have to surport their families, and is it 
not just that they should have everything that 
ricehtfuliv belongs tothem? And probably the 
writer of that article is one of those dead-beats 
who would be mean enoneh to snatch the bread 
from the mouths of those poor drivers. He 
littie knows of the trials and daily duties to 
which a car-driver is subject to. They have to 
be un from daylight to dark, and have to be out 
in ali kinds of weather, working from sixteen to 
eighteen hours & day, for the average wages of 
$2.25 a day. Some of them eat almost all of 
their meals on their cara, and in mid-winoter it is 
not @ luxury to eat a cold breakfast unon a car. 

We do coindide with others that the last cars 
ere an imposition upon the public, but the 
drivers are not respons'bie for this. The Super- 
iutendent, Mr. C. B. Holmes, is an able and well- 
meaning man, but he certainly is not capable of 
filine the situation that: has been aesigned him ; 
he is a tool in the hands of the Directors. and 
the drivers and emploves are used as tools by 
the Bunerintendent. Thus we have a nucleus 
through which the whole thing works, and if any 
fault 1» to be assicned, let it be assigned to the 
proper ones. The proper parties are the Direct- 
ors, wbo are elected annualiv bv the stockhold- 
ers to direcc and manage the affairs of the cor- 
poration. 

Heping that the public will be a little easier 
with car-drivers in the fnture. and not be always 
cereuring them for every little act done by their 
Company, and wait for a short time, when there 
will be a change that wil! be rreferable to both 
the drivers and the public.

that is extension of patents. 

The operation of our Patent law seems to me 
far from satisfactory. lt is very rare that the in- 
veutor himself receives any material benefit 
from his invention. If it is a valuable one it 
generally falis into the hands of speculators, 
who, aiter its first life bas expiréd, use all possi- 
ble means to secure an extension ; and in pro- 
portion to the profits which have been realized 
they are able to secure the necessary influence 
for an extension. Some of these monopolies 
can even afford to buy up a Congress by using 
their money after the manner of Mr. O. Ames. 
In such applications, as with the tariff, the peo- 
ple who are to pay the cost are not reoresented 
in the lobby, aud have no paid agents to influ- 
ence the Commissioner of Patents, and they 
have to pay an immense taxin consequence. Of 
course it is just and politic that ingenuity 
should be stimulated by the hope of re- 
ward. But it does seem to me to be 
@ great hardship upon the people that 
when a patent has run_sits_siife, 
and the parties cOntroling it have made larye 
sums of money, either the Commissioner of 
Patents or an act of Congress should give it new 
life, and thus lav further exactions upon those 
who must have the use and benefit of the ar- 
ticle. Take, for example, 

THE PATENTS ON SEWING MACHINES. 

A gentleman who at one time was in the employ 
of the Singer Sewing-Machine Company, and 
was familiar with the inside workings of the es- 
tablishment, told me that the sewing machiues 
complete, without the table, cost less than $5. 
You can judge as well as [| about how much the 
stand is worth. The machinery of the Company 
is so verfect that they are not obliged to employ 
any skilled labor; a cheap man can run it; and, 
by having this perfection, they are able to make 
one of their machmes for less than $5. Thiuk of 
this; estimate the cost of the table; add the 
two amounts, and compare the sum with that 
which you are charged for the macuine, and you 
can have some conception. if you consider 
the immense number of machines sold 
avery year, of the amount of money that is takea 
from the people of this country for the benetit 
of the corporatious who control the sewing-ma- 
chine nts. These patents are held by abont 
balf-a-dozen companies, and they form what has 
been known for many years as the “ sewing-ma- 
chine ring ;” and they refuse to allow other 
companies to use the patents. Five or six years 
ago one of the patents was about toexpire. A 
gentleman tving in Chicago had invented a ma- 
chine, and was extremely desirous of getting a 
license from this ‘‘ ring,” but they refused to 

ive it to him. His machime was worth- 
ess without the needle; and some other 
eye of all machines, and, learning that one of 

e@ patents was about to expire, be drewup a4 
remonstrance addressed to our Representative at 
Washington, and made such a fuss about it that 
the ring told him if be would stop his noise he 
should have a license. He ‘stopped his noise,” 

ot his hcense, and he has now a large estab- 
ishment, and I suspect charges as much as any 
of them. The patent was renewed, and all who 
buy a poegeaeeine have to pay the royalties 
as before. The Singer Sewing-Machine Com- 
pany has ed immense dividends, and hardly 
knows how to spend its money. The 
corporation has erected a building in Chicago 
which cost nearly $1,000,000, and they have 
other handsome and costly structures in St. 
Louis, and scattered throughout the country. 
You can understand how thev are able to do 
this when you know how cheaply their machines 
are made, and the burden which has been put 
upon the people by the renewai of their patents. 
Of course, I do not mean to say that the sewing- 
machine companies are any worse than other 
i or individuals. I only cite this 
example to show what heavy impositions are 
placed upon the people ander this system of the 
renewal of patents, anc it is time it should be 
stopped. One of tie principles of our Opposi- 
tion party is that no subsidies shall be either 
directly or indirectly granted by the Govern- 
meat. 


I bave spoken now as ong my strength will 
permit.

It may be useless to arzue with these 
men, but I desire to remiad them that when 
thev sold themselves to the Republican party, 
they bartered away all their opposition to tem- 
perauce and Sunday laws. The Republisan party 
of this city is to-day the williag tool of fanatical 
Prohibitiouists. When the People’s party was 
organized a year ago, I believed it a great polit- 
ical error to comoine the foreign-born element 
against the native Americans. I supposed that 
there were many Lberal-minded American 
Republicans who would gladly join 
hands with us to battle against 
tyranuical Puritanism. But I was sadly disap- 
pointed. I found the Republican party dancing 
to the temperance songs, and lashed iato obedi- 
ence by the leaders of Muckerdom. Those who 
agreed wita me as to the issue in question did 
not dare to openly avow their convictions. A 
compromise was out of the question. The Con- 
veution at the Pacitic Hotel slanped the Germano 
element in the face, aud torced us to recognize 
the truth that there was no ecbance for personal 
freedom except in @ coalition of foreign-born 
citizens. I jowed the People’s party, a sadder 
but a wiser man. 

And it is this party to whom 

THESE GERMAN HIRELINGS 
ave sold themselves. If they do not return to 
ir banners before the eve of election, every 
honest boot in Chicago will feel temptea to kick 
tuem beyond the limits of the district. 

‘Tuere are a few of the German businerss-men 
of this district who seem inclined to cast their 
votes fox the Republican candidate. They are 
influenced by what they conceive to be their 
business interests. There isa miraculous ma- 
chinery, mvented by the Republican varty, 
and cailed ‘“‘T'he execution of the Internal 

fevenue laws,” which terromzes over these 
men. -I venture to say that this machinery is 
not equaled by any abuse or political oppres- 
s1i0n in any otber civilized country on the globe. 
Mr. Farwell koows all its safety-valves, motive 
power, and elasticity, and only men of bis choice 
are intrusted with its management, It seems to 
me that it would be the better part of vaior, and 
and of political virtue too, to demolish this en- 
gine of terrorism by unceasing agitation, by 
voting in the rigbt direction, and thus saving 
political principle and business interests at the 


THE OOMMUNISTS 
have nominated a seperate ticket, ostensibly for 
the purpose of testing their strength, out really 
for the purpose of assisting in the election of 
Mr. Farwell with as littie disgrace as possible. 
The rank and file of this party are of course not 
aware of this game on the part of some of their 
leaders. ‘They are too earnest and honest in 
their convictions to tolerate even an indirect 
But 
they are, nevertheless, the victims of dema- 
gogues ip this particular instance. It is not the 
first time that they have been hoodwinked 
by their leaders. They siare this fate 
with the Fenians. If they could clearly judge 
the issues before them they would readily con- 
ceive that the Opposition party gives them more 
guaranty of carrying out their programme in all 
its reasonable demands than the KHKevublican 
party. : 

They oppose monopolies. Well, is not the 
Opposition party the advocate of the most 
thorough reform in this direction ? and 1s not 
the Republican party the very embodiment and 
incarnation of bloated monopolisis ? They are 
in favor of compulsory education ; so are we. 
They advocate the prohibition of the 
employment of children under 14  vears 
in factories; so do we, most decidedly. 
They demand the taxation of church 
property; 8o do we, and wil: carry the measure as 
soon a8 the issue presents itself in practical 
shape. But where does the Republican party 
stand on this question? Look at Pivmouth 
Church, and see what sacrifice of principle, de- 
cency, honor, and truth those church magnates 
are ready to make to protect their pecuniary in- 
terests, and then tell me whether they will ever 
consent to have this property taxed. And are 
not these church magnates, in this great over- 
whelming majority, zealous and enthusiastic 
Republicans ?° 

There is not a single reasonable plank in the 
workingmen’s platform which we do not indorse. 
Ye condemn only their ridiculous dream of com- 
muuism proper, and believe that the proposi- 
tious of abolishing property in real estate, of 
curtailing the right of imheritance, of dividing | 
the reward of industry among bummers and 
loafers, are absurd and detestable theories. We 
are, however, on principle, quite ready even for 
the most radical communism, but not before 
men turn into angels, discard their selfishness, 
aspirations and ambitions, become equally in- 
dustrious, capable and deserving, and so pure 
and meek of spirit that they are ail willing to 
dwell together in unity, loving their neighbors 
better than themselves, 

CHARLES B. FARWELL. 

And now, my friends, let ue take a look at the 
geuiieman, who presumes to aspire for the third 
tiiue co tne position Of Representative of this 
district, the Hon. Charles B. Farwell. It seems 
to me that if the opinion which [ have this even- 
ing expressed with reference to the Republican 
party is at all justified by the facts, that we 
could not possibly support Mr. Farweil, even if 
he were the noblest and ablest of statesmen, 
simply because he represents the Republican 
party of to-day, and is a jealous advocate of the 
extension and perpetuation of its power. 

But, if | am not mistaken, there are other 
grounds of objection of a less generai nature. 
The question arises, What are the qualifications 
of Mr. Farwell? Is he able to cope with the 
tasks of a statesman, and what does he conceive 
to be the aims of a politician? I believe I can 
answer these several questions. Statesmen de- 
fine politics as the science of the means by 
Which the aims of the State are fully and speedily 
accomplished. The aim and purpose of the 
State is the largest possible freedom, develop- 
ment, and happiness of the citizen. Mr. Far- 
well’s definition’ is somewhat aifferent, his con- 
ception of the science of politica is of a more 
modern type. 

Immediately after his first election to Con- 
gress, long before he took his scat at Washing- 
ton, and while I was the Collector of Internal

sort. The freedom, development, and happiness 
of the citizen are not inciuded within his politi- 
cal programme. His sole political purpose 1s to 
secure himeelf in the saddle by superintending 
and controlling, immediately after his election, 
the appointment of all the¥ ederal officers with- 
in his district, Before he was warm in his seat, 
this was hie first, all-absorbing political ambi- 
tion. I believeit is the only one of which he is 
capable. Truly, a grand, statesmanlike concep- 
tion of the science of politics! 

Let us proceed and push the aissecting-knife 
a little further into this modern statesman. 

A few days ago the Hon. Mr. Farwell 

READ A SPEECH, 
in all probability composed by himself, to the 
Republican Convention which had just nomi- 
nated him for Congress. I cite tne following in- 
teresting passages: 

In looking over the political horizon at this time, it 
is difficult to discern any prominent issue upor which 
the parties of the country can divide. The currency 
question is perhaps the only one of great proiminence, 
and upon these both pari.cs fail to agree. 

The money-question, it seems, 1s, in the eyes 
of Mr. Farwell, the only question of importance 
before the country. @ has not heard of the 
corruption which parmerates al! classes of socie- 
ty, nor of the shameful barter which is carried 
on in Congress with the votes and influence of 
the people's representatives. He does not dream 
of the necessity of introducing a littie honesty 
and morality into politics, if tuis Republic. rotten 
before it is ripe, is to be saved and perpetuated. 
He has not heard the complaints and lamenta- 
tions of the people of the South, who, with the 
connivance of the Administration, have been 
bled almost unto death by a corrupt and tyran- 
nical carpet-bag Goveroment, 

I remember that shortly after Mr. Farwell’s 
first election to Congress 1 had tbe houor of call- 
ing, together with him, upon the great states- 
man, the Hon. John A. Logan. In the course 
of consultation I was imprudeat enough to men- 
tion the necessitv of the iatroduction of morals 
into American politics. To the la.#day of my 
life I shall not forget the sneer which imme- 
diately after my remark adorned the lips of 
both of ‘these eminen: statesmen. By the 
telltale expression of their eyes they seemed 
to convey to each other the opinion that sach 
ridiculous German transcendentalism was of no 
practical.use in American politics.

The bappiness and prosperity which «re the just 
reward of a free and intelligunt peowie will be lost only 
by neglect, They are yours, now, and you will be- 
queath them to your posterity if you will. 

A grand truth eloguentiy expressed. Yes, 
Mr. Farwell, we are very happy, and eminently 
prosperous. Our national reputation abroad is 
of lamentable quality; our credit is below par; 
wo have beautiful paper money ‘consecrated 
by the blood of the nation,” and adorned with 
the prettiest of pictures, and need not drag 
around the heavy weights of gold and silver. 
The War between the North and South is still 
raging with uoabated fury; the revenue officers 
corrupt and bleed our people, aud we need not 
raise the salaries of our Ferpresentatives, for 
they are paid an extra compensation by the 
loboy. 

Business is about as poor as it can be, and on 
the whole this Republic is rapidiy siiding down 
bill. What more do we want? Oh! we are 
verv happy and extremely prosperous, and for 
ail this hanpenneass and all this prosperty we are 
indebted to the Republican party, and in part to 
the Hon. Mr. Farwell, ite zeaious Representa- 
Live.

From the opening of the campaign to the 
present time both partie s have felt a deep inter- 
est in the Custom-House and Post-Office in this 
city. The interest of the Republicans has beeo 
prompted by the fact that they well knew the 
worth of such machines about election time, and 
from experience knew how their expansive char- 
acter could be made to either manufacture or 
overcome majorities. the Opposition has felt an 
interest mingled with a dread. Having little of 
anything to hope for themselves, they have 
been anxious lest the Repubicans should derive 
more benefits than the interests of the Govern- 
ment would justify. As the election is so near 
at hand, aud as either party has gained or lost 
all it canin reason hope for, some reference 
to the workings of these institutions may not 
be devoid of general interest. 

It is well known that Congressmen control 
the heads of departments im _  <sbeir 
districts just as completely as the 
merchant controls his elerk, or the 
master his servant. Whoever a Congressman 
recommends for appointment, earnestiy, re- 
ceives what he demands, even at the expense of 
the bead of a superior employe.

Smith was really on an equal footing with his 
peers in the race for Congress, the authorities 
in the department paid him ovo attentton what- 
ever, but opened every avenue and extended ev- 
ery help to Messrs. Farwell and Ward, to his 
serious detrimevt. The demands finally grew 
so great upon these gentlemen that report has 
it that they a week or two ago issued blank 
‘* commissions,” and placed them in the hands 
of friends to whom all applicants were referred. 
ALD. CANNON. 
on the North Side took charge of Farwell’s 
blanks, while Hildreth, on the West Side, was 
made Ward's‘agent. Since then it has been nec- 
essary to apply to these gentlemen to get posi- 
tions in either of the departments, and, further, 
to be a resident of either the North or West Side. 
To applicants, at either of the departments, who 
reside on the South Side, the reply has been, 
‘* There are no vacancies.” In fact, it has really 
been almost impossiple, since Mr. Smith's can- 
didacy, for any one outside of Farwell or Ward's 
districts to get position. At least the entire 
influence of tne departments has been used 
agaiust Mr. Smith, and at the dictationof his 
colleagues upon the ticket and in the party. 
THIS STRANGE WARFALE

One of the fore- 
men in the Custom-House building, who is draw- 
ing from the Government $6 per day, it is re- 
ported, has not been sear the works for 
some time, unless to draw his i pay. 
He lives at Waukegaa, and, in- 
stead of earning ais salary in 
the interest of the Governmen:, his time is spent 
in the interest of Mr. Farwellino the northern 
towns of the —e He iw only one of the 
many who are similarly employed. Of course 
course, Mr. Ward has bis men in the same 
capacity. 

Another feature of the iuside working of the 
campaign, 2s affecting the Custom-House, is even 
more damaging and unjust. 

THE INFLUX OF EMPLOYES 
has become a burden upon the 
partment, so great that it is our- 
rently reported, but not proven, that 
mechanics of various kinds are being let to work 
on the outside to private parties, while others 
are employed upon buildings being erected by 
some of the foremen of the Custom-House 
work. A repoiter was yesterday informed by a 
reliable gentleman, who has an inside view of 
affaires, that it appears to matter little of late 
whether the Government employes work for the 
Government or their Dosses. 
THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT 

has also partaken of the election fever, and 
what has been said of the Custom House is 
equally applicable to that branch of the Govern- 
ment service. It is reported that not less than 
1U0 more men than caa be used are pow employ- 
ed at the Post-Oifice, and strange to say are 
residents of the North and West Sides, 
and voters im Farwell’s and Wari's 
districts. The application of South Side 
men, it is said, has been and is yet useless. With 


de- 


| the Post-Office as with the Custom-House man- 


agement, it appears to be only a dispute between 
Messrs. Farwell and Ward on the one hand, and 
the General Government on the otber. The 
great question is, Who shall employ the political 
workers, the former or the iatter ?

The idea of an- 
other oflice on the North Side is a little ridicu- 
ous, and would be laughed to scorn at another 
time than the eve of an election. There are rea- 
s0n8 to believe that an agreement has been made 
between Messrs. Farwell and Mackin for 
the removal of the Post-Office, which 
when stated cannot fail to at least form a rea- 
sonable gronnd of suspicion. In the early part 
of the campaign Mr. Mackin was one of Far- 
well’s bitterest opponents. So great was his 
opposition that he went before the Opposition 
Convention as a candidate for County Commis- 
sioner, and was pledged to that party aad its 
candidates. But now he is Mr. Farweli’s ad- 
mirer and supporter, and very few believe 
that the admiration is voluntary, especialiy 
in view of the publicity given to the petition for 
the removal of the Post-Office. Mr. Farwell has 
been actuated in his course toward Mr. Mackin 
by a desire to gain his support, believing ino his 
own mind that the Germans would quietly sub- 
mit. Whether Mr. Farwell will falfili his prom- 
ise remains to be seen. ‘There is one thing quite 
evident, let him do what he will,—tbe circum- 
stances surrounding the promise will not tend to 
increase the German contidence in Mr. Farwell, 
especially the 300 connected with Turner Hall.

THE TROUBLES OF A BORROWER. 

About a year ago A. D. Swanson filed a bill 
against Benjamin Grossman to enjoin him from 
selling some of bis property under a fsurious 
trust, and an injunction was granted, and sap- 
sequently the amount dne on the trust deed fixed 
at $3,005 instead of $3,675, as claimed by Gross- 
man. But Swanson took an appeal, and the 
case was taken to the Supreme Court, where it 
was affirmed last month. About a month ago 
Grossman, by his lawyer, W.I. Burgess, adver- 
tised the premises for sale, and about two weeks 
ago they were sold by Burgess to one C. A. 
Crell for the exact amount due by Grossman's 
estimate under the trust deed. Swanson says 
that his property so sold was situated on the 
corner of May and Indiana streets, and was a 
very valuable corner lot; that it had thereon a 
two-story house, in a part of which he himself 
lived. Moreover, the complainant charges that 
Grossman, with the fraudulent design of obtain- 
ing the house for bimself, advertised the prop- 
erty for sale in sucha way that no one could 
know its location unless by a reference to the 
map of Oeden's Addition, which, however, was 
destroyed by the great fire; that no loca- 
tion by streets or numbers was given, 
nor any statemeat made that tbe prop- 
erty was improved. At the sale, too, it is 
charged, Burgess offered the property instead 
of Grossman, who was the trustee. Since the 
sale the premises have been conveved to Crell, 
and an action in forcible entry and detainer be- 
gan against the complainant before Justice 
Haines, which wilt be heard Monday. Com- 
plainant alleges that the only way the premises 
conld be sold was under the order of the Court ; 
that when they were 
from the Supreme Oonurt 
here, nor was the case 
stead, moreover. of selling under the de- 
cree, the proceedings -woere apvarently under 
the trnst deed. Swanson therefore charges 
that the sale was void; that Cre!l only acted as 
the tool of Grossman to obtain a better title, 
and asks that all parties be enjoined from 
prosecuting the suit in Justice Haines’ Court, 
and that the sale may be deciared fraudulent, 

£5,900 FoR A BROKEN COLLARB-BONE. 

Ex-Judge Walter B. Scates vesterday began a 
suit in the Superior Court against the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway Company to recover 
25.000 damages. The plaintiff states that on the 
2d dav of September last, as he attempted to get 
on the defendant's train to go to Evanston, 
he was jemmed between the car and a post 
which stood onthe platform with such force 
that his Collar-hone wee broken.

Mr. Geddes Makes $70,000 on 
that Article. 


How He Did It. 


A successful “corner” on barley terminated 
yesterday on the Board of Trade. It was not so 
notable for its disastrous results to the losers, 
as for some elements of a novel and exciting 
character. The ‘‘ corner” was also out of the 
eommon run of affairs of its general kind from 
the fact that it was engineered and manipulated 
by a member of the Directory of the Board of 
Trade ; a member who is now sitting in judg- 
ment upon the recent Sturges “ corner” in corn, 
though it is claimed that the two operations dif- 
fer widely, it being charged that Sturges con- 
spired to prevent men from fulfilling their con- 
tracts, while in the barley ‘‘corner” nothing more 
reprehensible than bold and stubborn “ bulling 
of the market is charged. That “ corners” of 
the mildest type are pernicious and reprebensi- 
ble no one will deuy, and neither will it be dis- 
puted that they are the natural and inevitable 
outgrowth of the system of “selling short,” 
With this system abolished, eorners would be- 
come extremely unpopular, not to say impracti- 
cable. The barley “corner” which  cul- 
minated vesterday was no exception to the rule.

AS A MEASURE CF SELF-PROTECTION 

by Mr. Alexander Geddes, agent in Chicago ef 
the Allan line of ocean steamers, and by him 
alone successfully earried, Mr. Geddes 
bas achieved quite a reputation as a 
bold and skillfnl operator, he having 
been chiefly instrumental in breaking the wheat 
‘*soroer™ of September, 1873, which he did by 
shipping wheat from Milwaukee to Chicago, and 
selling it to the *‘ corner’ men until the market 
broke under them. 

During September Mr. Geddes indulged 
largely in barley for October delivery, paying at 
first from 95 cents to $1.05. The market price 
steadily advanced during October, until about 
ten days ago, it had reached $1.15 and $1.181¢. 
At this time Mr. Geddes proposed to settle with 
the “shorts” at these figures, but they refused 
the offer, preferring to take tae chance of break- 
ing the market down to first principles. 
Against this ateempt Mr. Geddes, who had 
in the meantime “loaded up” with barley at 
the current rates, bent his energies, and, as he 
could not weaken witnout great loss, he deter- 
mined to ; 

TAKE THE MARKET IN HIS OWN HANDS, 
and buy all the bariev that came to the city 
The receipts were averaging from fifty to 
seventy carloads daily, and he made his ar- 
rangements to take care of it all. iis backing 
was such that he had command of all the money 
required to pay for every buebel of *‘ cash ” 
barley that reached the city, anc about $400,000 
was the sum required to carry the “ corner” 
through. Mr, Geddes claims te have 
had faith in barley ‘on its merits” 
a $1.15 to $1.20, and he took ali 
that came at these figures. Friday 
the market closed at $1.21 cash, and $1.094¢ No- 
vember. Saturday being the last of the month, 
was delivery day, and, as it was impossible to 
break the market, the ‘ shorte” were at the 
mercy of the ‘‘ corner.” There was no barley to 
be had which Gedder did not own, and it was in 
his power to fix the price at which settiement 
must be made. He seems to have 
USED HIS ADVANTAGE WITH MODERATION, 

for, as there was no cash bariey offering. he 
could have bid $2 per bushel withoni the risk of 
having to pay it. He contented himself 
with running the price up to $1.32 
though he bid $1.35 without a taker. 
The prevailing rate, however, was #@1.30 
and 131, and although two cargoes arrived from 
Cavada during the day, with between 30,000 
and 40,000 bushels, not a bushel was sold. 

At the opening of ‘Change yesterday morn- 
ing, about 200,000 bushels remained outstand- 
ing for settlement, and at 3 o'clock there were 
but about 20.000 undelivered aud unsettled. The 
jatter, itis believed, will be settled amicably, 
and without resort to the Arbitration Com- 
mittee. 

THE PROFIT

about $70,000, though this will be reduced in 
proportion as tbe November.price falls below 
the geveral average of the rate on the 
entire deal, whichis placed at about $1.17.

The bulk of the damage, it 
was thought, would be sustained by country 
dealers, who rushed in and sold short, relying 
upon a falling market for October. The resulc 
was the occasion of a few wry faces yesterday, 
but. in general, the *‘ corner” was spoken of 
as having been splendidly carried through. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday waited upon 
Mr. Geddes, whom he found in his office, flushed 
with success, and in excellent spirits. He spoke 
freely and without reserve of the * corner,”’ 
which he held to have been on his part a mat- 
ter of self-protection, and for which, 
he said, the “shorte” had nobody 
but themselves to blame, as they were offered 
settlements at from 31.15 to @1.18}¢ ten days ago, 
but refused. ‘“*Then,” said Mr. Geddes, “the 
thing resolved itself into a squaretight. If they 
could break down the market, they would make, 
and I would lose heavilv; while, if I could hold 
it up and carry it higher, the result would be re- 
versed. They failed and I succeeded. I have 
acted squarely and fairly in the matter, conteut- 
ing myself with $1.35 as the basis of settlement, 
when I could have run it up to $2.00 if I had 
chosen. I think the deals will all be settled ac- 
cording to the rules of the Board, and that there 
will be no appeal to the Arbitration Committee. 
I dont deny that corners are not just 
the right sort of thing, but I do contend that 
they are certain to be put up just so long as the 
practice of selling short obtains in the Chicago 
Board of Trade. This corner was unavoidable 
so far as I was concerned.

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ROBERT W. PATTERSON, D. D. 

The Rev. R. W. Patterson, before retiring from 
his long pastorate over the Second Presbyterian 
Church, bad held the pastoral office longer than 
any other clergyman in Chicago. For many 
years the Second Church, situated, as it was, in 
the heart of the city, was tne centre of a very 
powerful religious influence. Its societies were 
thronged by the young and energetic clerks and 
busines men of the city, and its prayer-meet- 
imgs were the centre of a fervid religious in- 
fluence. Dr. Patterson was, for more thana 
quarier of a century, the guiding spirit, the 
and promoter of the well-being of the 
Church ; and his influence ypon the moral and 
religious state of the city is second to that of no 
man. In his retiracy from the pastorate of his 
Craurch, not only bis own denomination were 
conscious of a great loss, but all other Protes- 
tant Churches sympathized more or less in the 


regret. 

Dr. Patterson was born in Blount County, 
Tenn, in the year 1814, andis pow 60 years of 
age. He is a descendant of Scotch Presbyte- 
rians, and owes to this fact that rugged conetitu- 
tion which enabled him to go through the hereu- 
lean efforts at self-education which were 
essential to overcome his almost total neglect of 
any book knowledge up to the age of 12 years. 
With a little helb from an itinerant schoolmaster, 
at the age of 18, he was enabled six years after to 
pass an examination which admitied him to the 
preparatory class at Lllinois Cellege, Jackeson- 

ille,—he having determined;upon becoming a 
minister. Five years afterward he graduated 
from this College, and, in 1837, went to Lane 
Seminary, near Cincinnati. Dr. Lyman Beecher 
was at this time President and Professor of The- 
ology ia this Seminary, and po one will for 

a moment doubt the influences of the great 
theologian upon his teachabie ard vigorous 

U. Hewas unable to noish his course, and 

a tutor ia the Semina’y after two years. 

1840 he np preaching, avd temporarily 
supplhed the Second Presbyterian Church ia Chi- 
cago. He finaily received and accepted a cali to 
thw ebureb im 1842, and from that time until 
withia the past year has been a dearly beloved 
and efficient pastor. Thechurch had but twenty- 
six members at its organization, but at the time 

f his separation from its pastorate it mast bave 

600 or 700. The burning of this church 
edifice, situated upon the corner of Wabash 
avenue and Washington street, was suceeeded by 
much delay im lecating a site, as there are al- 
ways so macy to pieace in settiing such ques- 
tions. This delay, and the restlessness such de- 
lays are siire to bring, undoubtedly bad mash to 
do with Dre Patierson’s severance from the 
church sfier a pastorate of above thirty vears. 

Dr. Patterson, in person, is tall, stately, and 
dignificd, and combining, as he does, broad 
leafuing, good judgment, and a wisdom whici 
seldom erre, he commands the respect aid cop- 
fidence of ail who know him. In bis recently 
aeemined position &s a member of the Faculty 
of tbe Presyterman | heoiogical Semmary of this 
city be will, without doubt, attract to his lec- 
tareroom many stadems who Will hereafter 
adora the Presbytertanism of the West.

PROF. SWINGS WEDNESDAY EVEN.- 
. . ING LECLURE. 

The Wednesday evening prayer-meeting at 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church, corner of Rush 
and ior streets, was weli attended. Prof. 
Swing the 42d Psalm, taking as his text 
more especially the Lith verse : 

Why art thou cast down, O my soul? and why art 
thou disquieted within me? Hope thon in God, for I 
shail yet praise Him, who is the aealth of my counte- 
nance, and my God. 

He said: Tais psalm is said to have been 
written while in exile, when Ins enemies were 
ashing David where his God was,—written, per- 
baps, with heathen surrouaodings, where there 
were mavuy gods. His desire is for the living 
tnd trae God. 

In reading the psaims we must remember th at 
ihey were composed for the music of the Temple, 
and that the repetitions were often the chorus 
of the music. They should always be read as 
bymns; in the original Hebrew they are ar- 
ranged in rhythmical form in some sense, so 
that they conid be easily chanted. The chief 
thoughé im this psalm is the constantly-recuiring 
verse: |

that education being very much made up of 
temptation, and trial, and dark bours, bereave- 
ments, sorrows, and disappointments, they mast 
come of course. Why should we complain of 
this when our elucation, away from Christianity, 
is for the most part painful? You atl remember 
how difficals it was for you bo learn the art of 
reading when you were young—to learn this or 
that study. I remember a schoolmate who said 
be would ratber pags through life without know- 
ing bow te read than togo through the process 
of learning. 

And vet, after we have got over those few 
years of discipline and trial, we lay hold of this 
art of knowing how to read as one of the great- 
est joys of life, and nothing ean pluck it from 
the soul, thoneh there were a few monte or a 
few years in tite when to secure the artor the 
power was painful; and yet, after those few 
years are over, we have the great art of reading 
booke—a grand possession of everyday life. 
So it is with the Christian reiigion. In 
the forming of ebaracter days of trial 
come,—dark days, dave fall of tears. 
But after awhile they bave get behind you, aud 
vou have the Christian character—the ever- 
laeting possession which no one oan take from 
you; and, ander its influence, life begins to 
settle down intoa serenity, a peace, a confi- 
dence, a great hope. The only consolation that 
seems to be of value, or the only help that 
seems to be of value to us, is to enlarge the out- 
look of life—te make it seem so long and so 
broad in its scope that the little ills of to-day or 
to-morrow count pothing in its great length 
and great breadth and great depth. Enlarge 
your plan of buman life, and give it tame ; and, 
doing this, these ilis that come to-day or to- 
morrow are only dregs in the great oooan of 
your existenee. 

The great part of our unhappiness in this 
world comes from concentratmg our existence 
inte the present moment, and feeiing that there 
is nothing beyoud. Weare not sure of the fu- 
ture, and therefore we want the present to be 
full of this overflowmg bappiness. That we 
have no confidence in the morrow is the diffi- 
culty. We do not hope in God suiliciently. The 
very moment the heart increases its hope in 
this great God,—this Jehovah,—and permits 1.8 
owa life to expand into the divine proportions 
of the Almighty,—the life expanded into a great 
iummortality,—tae ills of to-day are as nothing. 
But if we are sucb creatures of sense, if we are 
such creatures of appetite, if we so love riches, 
and so love pleasure, and so love fame, that our 
life 18 all grouped down into a day, aud we want 
ali happiness now, and canoot see any future, 
our condition is pitiable indeed. Wich this great 
hope in God, this great outiook in life,—an out- 
look so extensive in the future that the lovers of 
the are a8 naughi,—with this 


the tears that fellin our sckoolday bours years 
and years ago, Which we no longer remember, 
much less regret. 

A lady called at my house last week who had 
lost ber only daughter by the falling of the 
bridge at Dixon. I believe the child was cariied 
away from her in a moment of time, and she de- 
clared that, since the event, life bad lost ail its 
significance. “O! what hours have 1 sat 
in the room where that daugiter was 
withont as much as speaking to her! Whole 
hours passed nnimproved, uvemjoyed, and now 
she has gove forever, aad there is nothing loft 
in hfe.” This came froma too narrow view of 
life. There is, iadeed, nothing valuable im life 
uniess you have this great hope in God—this 
great outlook ia the fucure—this immense scope 
—tiis mmmortality. And hence the Psalmist very 
beaatifully says: ‘‘ 1 shall yet praise Hun who is 
the healta of my countenance, and my God.” 
** Notwitastanding these dara days arouvd me,

Now, out of this senience of the Psalmist 
comes again that argument of immoitality, 
which ought te oOme before us ia almost 
every religious meeting. We ought to become 
go thoroughly couvinced of immortality tnat 
this great hope would aiways be cear us. To 
doubt the futare life is to lose everything ; it 
is absolutely to give up everythirg, because if 
there be ne tature hfe shere iw ve God. There 
seems to be nu choice between a belief in that 
and Aibeism. If there be no fatuie existence 
ior you abd me, there certaialy is mo God in 
the heaveus. We must all have come by 
chance. ‘The mind, the soul displayed by the 
human being here; the intellect, the 
sensitiveness, the ieve, the feeling,—if 

taese are made siwply w go 
back to dust, there is no Father in Heaven

Avotbe: rémark 1 wish te make here is this:

Therefore, 
God as a fear is not evongh, although we dare 
not ignore Him as s justice,—as a power that 
punishes. God as a Creator is not enough, for 
that explains only the gr aniveres around us. 
God as a hope is the only God worthy of the 
soul. God is the promise of the life that 
now is, and tae life to come. This is a God thar 
the heart can take bold of, and bence [ have 
heard wicked men in extreme sickuess say: ‘I 
hope there is a Heaven, and I hope I may get to 
it.” ‘ais bepe in God ia the great anchor of the 
soul, sure and steadfast; aod everything tha: 
stands in the way of God being to you a hope 
should be removed. Are there sins that debar 
this idea of God from your heart—that weaken 
your hopesin Him? Try and rise above them. 
get rid of them, and seck that holy influence 
which shall remove them from your heart. Are 
there doubts about the existence of God so tiat 
this hope is weak in your heart? try 
to remove those doubis, if possibie ; 
try, if there be any means uuder the sun, and 
see if you cannot rise above them, and feel that 
there is around you everywhere and at all times 
this God. Do everything You cén to euliivate 
that hope in this Great Being. 

One reason why God as a hope is #0 valuable, 
is because He is not a God bebind uz, but a God 
before us. Nothing ie valuabie toa buman be- 
ing unless it is before him. Which of you to- 
night cares for the past ? What care you even 
for iast spring—last summer? The past is

We are much mistaken if there 
are not matters involved in these queries whicd call 
for the most serious eonsideration, Itis not Mkely 
that the writer of these lines would ever “ go to law” 
for this or any other purpose, least of ail with a Chris- 
tian brother. Yetif he should hear some day that 
the writer of the letter quoted above has resorted to 
this expedient as the alternat‘ve to sturvation, be is not 
sure that he should blame him very much. 

But have not the churches a remedy for this very 
serious evil in their owm hands? Shouldit not be 
made a matter of discipline in a member to treat with 
the contempt many do their promises to pay toward 
charchexpenses?

THE ADVANCE

the feeling seems te be very generaPy one of mortifi- 
cation, that seal for “ sound doctrines” should have 
led Girietien men so sizrangely to disregard the plain- 
ést dictates of common seuse and of ordinary justice. 
We should hesitate to use stich emphatic language if it 
weré not our strong conviction that this travesty of a 
judicial trial has orougit no snail reproach upon our 
common Christianity. . ._. This extraordiaary in- 
qnest did not lack a fitting finale, It begin im a re- 
solve, on the part of the Synod, that they had a de- 
fendant ; it ended im a confession that they had not. 
The case was fot properly iesued by a euspension of 
Prof. Swing, whico should have been done in view of 
the findings of the Court; but the Synod directed the 
Presbytery to strike his name from the rojl,—a thing 
whieh the Presbytery Lad already done, and which the 
Synod bad propougved uull. Here is coasistepcy with 
a vengeance! 

The same paper discusses the question of the 
control ef the religious societies witain the 
Congregatioral body, It ikewise expresses 
its ming about the late article on Universalism 
froia the pen of Mr. Merriam, one of the editors 
of the Chrestian Union. The Advance says: 


As bir, Merriam becomes familiar with the literature 
of the subject, be will see that hie intense epitiets have 
been more than anticipated by many other wricers, 
and all uis points of “ horror” more powerfully made 
by Wiliamson, Bailou, and others, All these things 
have been long and ably pushed, and fully eonaiidi- 
ered. Were be to become more widely acquainted 
wih the evangelical ehurches, he would find bis no- 
tions concerning the desuerude of the doctrine of fu- 
ture punishment to be quite exaggerated. If he had 
attended church with us, for example, a fortnight ago, 
he would have heard & fully discussed, and every ob- 
stacle he raises, and mors, also, extermitiated, root and 
branch. No doubt the influence of some noted preacn- 
ers, and some professed!y religious journals, bas been 
steadily set against thie doctrine; and, perhaps, even 
more than some other great truths, this has been lately 
kept in the background, But the atmosphere of the 
Christian Umon must not be mistaken for the geveral 
atmosphere of the churches. 50 faras our acquaiat- 
ance extends, those ministers and churches that fully 
accept the ultimate and binding authority of the New 
Testament irmly hold the doctrine of en@ess punish- 
ment, We are not aware of any considerable éxcep- 
tions among the churches of this country. 

THE INDEPENDENT 
has an article on *‘ The South asa Theologian,” 
bv Prof. Swing, at the close of which eomes the 
following :

The whole article is t with these extracts. 
It is an appeal to that “mankind” who crucified 
God’s ‘* Beloved Son;” and who would have crucified 
the Eternal Father, if they could ; whether that Father 
can consistently with his “ supreme intelligence and 
goodness,” punish sinners se their eternal volun- 
tury persistence in sin! Nay, the writer charges that 
if God does so punish the wicked dead, He wiil be 
guilty of “shutting them up to etermal sinning.” 
Whereas, Christ has not shut up “ Satan and his an- 
gels,” for whom heli 1s “prepared ;” but they met, 
and tempted, and resisted him, and “ tormented 
men on earth, The a teach that hell fs the 
voluntary chosen home of the wicked; that they pre- 
fer it to heaven, as rogues and prostitutes prefer a 
liquor-hell to a prayer.meeting, even while ** wailin 
aud gnashing their teeth,” and “cursing God an 
looking upward.” So the Commune prefers its politi- 
cal hell to well-ordered society in France to-day. 

True, Jokm saw an angel flying in the heavens 
“having the key of the bottomless pit, and a great 
chain iu bis hand:” and he bound Satan, and “ shut 
him up.” This Pp 
But, we are told in literal la 
be ‘‘ destroyed by the brightness of Christ’s coming,” 
i. o., by the prevalence of truth. And to charge God 
with shutting up men to sin because he punishes them 
for sinning, is as impudent and illogical as for Ku- 
Klux brigunds and cut-throate to charge the United 
States with “ shutting them up” in the dens and fast- 
nesses to which they flee from the society of good 
men, a8 mén will flee to the darkness and discomforts 
of hell because they love darkness and hate light. 

Reason has no protest against the end ess punish- 
ment of incorrigible men. We have seen evil pursue 
foly, and misery vice; and it is rational to suppese it 
may be so iu bell where there are no prayer-meetings, 
Sabbath-schools, and other means of moral recovery ; 
the doctriae of endless bment must d d on 
revelation, as must all doctrine of the world beyond 
this.

THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH.

Its members 
are as proud of ite name (and fame) as the old 
settlers are that they ever came to the metropo- 
lis Of the West when it was only a gronp of 
blockhouses. The church is a large one, having 
some 800 members—so large that, perlaps, ac- 
cording to the philosophy of evolution, it has 
begun to “ differentiate.” 

bat the late difficulties and inharmonies which 
have been developed during the discussion of 
the question of rebuilding promise to be al- 
layed as soon as it is known that rebuilding has 
actually begun. And readers of Taz Trinunx 
may learn to-day that the Building Commiitee 
yesterday, in Mr. B. F. Jacobs’ office, let the 
contract for the mason-work of the main bdild- 
ing, aod for the work complete of the chapel or 
rear building. The ¢ontract for a transfer of 
the lot was also signed yesterday;

D. SEYMOUR’S DEFEAT. 
WHAT D&. FORBES THINKS OF IT. 
From the New York Heraid, Oct, 29. 

The Rev. John Murray Forbes, formerly Dean 
of the General Theological Seminary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Chu:ch, at the corner of 
Ninth avenue and Twenty-second street, is 
said to have played a most important 
part in the recent defeat of Dr. Sey- 
mour, the Bishop-elect of Illinois. It has 
been generally understood that his influence 
over the Convention was largely instrumental in 
effecting Dr. Seymour's defeat. Dr. Seymour is 
at present the Acting Dean of the Seminary, and 
has for a long time been on bad terms with his 
predecessor, Dr. Forbes. Some years ago Dr. 
Seymour, who was already a memberof the Fac- 
ultv, published a pamphlet, in which he charged 
the then Dean with an imoroper assumption of 
pomp, and for this publication Dr. Seymour was 
opeoly censured by the Faculty. It is, therefore, 
easy to understand that the tworeverend gentile- 
men are not the best of friends. In order, how- 
ever, to give the Rev. Dr. Forbes an opportunity 
to explain accurately the part he had taken in the 
recent action of the Convention, resulting in the 
defeat of Dr. Seymour, a Hereld representative 
cailed upon him at bis elegant, though modest, 
residence in East Fifty-fourth street, where the 
ex-Dean of the Seminary now lives in complete 
retirement. 

Dr. Forbes, after some slight hesitation, de- 
clared himself ready to give ail the information 
be possessed on the subject. 

‘Is it true, Doctor, that vou have been instru- 
mental in procuring Dr. Sevmour’s defeat ? 

‘“‘IT will answer you frankly,” the Doctor re- 
plied. ‘‘I have not crossed the street to speak 
to any ove on the subject of Dr. Seymoaur’s con- 
firmation as Bishop of Lilinois. I have not been 
present at the Convention exceps once, and I 
never introduced the sublect to any one. How- 
ever, when some of the Bishops and lay depn- 
ties came to me and asked me about certain 
facts which were derogatory to Dr. Seymour's 
standing, I, as a clergyman, whose hope it was 
to promote the best Interests of wy Church, felt 
itto be my duty to tell them the truth, and I 
did.”’ 

‘“‘And what were the facts, Doctor, if I may 
inquire ?” 

* O, it would take me hours to go into these 
details. I can simply tell you the gravamen of 
the charges. One of the greatest objections to 
Dr. Sevmour’s confirmation as a Bishop was felt 
to be bis mtimate connection with extreme 
Ritaaliets. He has preached for the most 
Ritualistie clergymen, has associated with them. 
and has been their constant apologist aod sup- 
porter. Another great objection reflected more 
upon his personal character. Heis not fravk, 
nor is he consistent in bis statements in refer- 
ence to these charges aad to other matters which 
have since come to the notice of the Convention. 
That is a very grave fault, as everyb will ad- 
mit. The whole truth, in a nutebell, is simply 
this: the certificate which the House of Clerical 
and Lay Deputies has to give to a Bisnop-elect 
in confirming him is that they conscientiously 
believe bim not to be ‘hable’ to any rumors 
which might be injurious to bis character, and 
they were unabie to give him this certificate, as 
rumors of such a character did exist.” 

‘But is not the best clergyman ‘liable’ to 
such rumors ?” 

“Well, the burden of y;roof rests upon the 
nominee, and not upon the Convention. It is 
not their business to prove that these rumors are 
true, but it is his duty to disprove them if he 
can. This has always been the practice in the 
~ Oburch. Horace Binney, tae celebrat- 

Pennsyivania lawyer, made this doctrine 
widely known in the well-known case of the Rev. 
Dr.. Hawks.” 

‘Then the Convention was mainly influenced 
im its action by rumors ?” 

‘** Well, there were a great many things which 
influenced the Convention. Bishop Cox, of 
Western New York, wrote me a letier a year ago, 
which was read in the Convention, and evidently 
had a good deal of effect. The substance of the 
letter is that Dr. Seymour had allowed an ex- 
treme Ritualist to come to the Seminary and es- 
tablish intimate relations with the students, 
which would only be accompanied by the most 
dangerous results. I did not furnish the letter, 
and I really don’t know where they obtained a 
copy of it.” 

“Tt has been stated that Dr. Seymour had 
never even worn the Eucharistic vestmente ?” 

“Oh, the fact that Dr. Seymour has never 
worn any oertain garment is of no significance 
whatever. He might forall that hold doctrines 
substantially borrowed from the Romaa Church. 
Now you know, and everybody knows, that this 
aping of the Church of Rome isa miserabdie 
farce. There are many things in the Church of 
Rome which the Ritualists imitate aithough 
they stand there upon a footing atterly 
different from any they can obtain in the Epie- 


copal Church. The ceremonies and doctrines of 


the Roman Chureh are an organic whole; there 
is a consistency and congruity in them which, of 


course, is lacking when they are engrafted upon 


a church to whica they do not properly belong. 
It is a poor imitation, this ro-called Ritualism, 
this slavish aping of the Romana Church, which 
I heartily despise.”

THES NEW EPISCOPAL BISHOPS. 
THE REV. MESSRS. GARRETT, WINGFIELD, AND 
ELLIOTT. 

From the New York Tribwnea, Ort. 29. 

The Rev. Alexander C. Garrett, D. D., Dean 
of Trinity Cathedral, Omaha,-who has received 
the nomination by the House of Bishops as 
Missionary Bishop of Norihern Texas, is about 
42 years of age. He was born in Engiand, and 
is the son of aclergyman of the English Church ; 
but the whole of his clerical life has been passed 
ov this continent. For ten years he officiated 
with the Bishop of British Columbia, and was 
afterward called to a church in San Francisco as 
its Rector, from which position he was appoinved 
to be the Dean of Bishop Clarkson’s Cathedral 
Charch in Omaha, an office which he has held 
for the last three years, represeuting the 
Diocese of Nebraska in the present General 
Convention as Clerical Deputy. It has been 
stated by many of his friends that for accurate 
scholarship, grea: learning, and wonderful eio- 

uence he has no superior in the lrotestant 

piscopal Church. uring the sessions of the 
General Convention he bas made a very marked 
impression as a speaker, and those who know 
him best bear the highest testimony to his fideli- 
tv as @ pastor, his ability as a preacher, and his 
energy and activity asaworker. In persona! 
appearance he is a man of fine presence, and 
during the debate on Ritualism he gave evi- 
dence of being an educated and finished gentle- 
man. 


The Rev. J. H. D. Wingfield, D. D., Rector of 
St. Paul’s Church, Petersburg, Va., who has 
n nominated by the House of B.shops as Mis- 
eionary Bishop of Northern California, is about 
50 years of age, aod was born ia Portsmouth, 
Va., where be was edncated, receiviog his 
degree of Doctor of Divinity from the Colege of 
William and Mary, Williamsburg, Va. For some 
time be assisted his father in the church ip 
Portsmouth, after which he was called to be the 
Rector of Trinity Church. He was subsequently 
selected as the Rector of St. Paul’s Churca, 
Petersburg, where he now is, having declined 
over thirty calls to other parishes, amoog which 
was one from tbe principal church im Saa Fran- 
cisco. He ia spoken of as possessing great 
power as a preacher, and as being very evergetic 
ae a worker in the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
He is nos a member of tue present General Con- 
vention. 

ihe Rev. BR. W. R. Elliott, nominated as 
Bishop of Western Texas. is a young maa, 
compared with most of the Bishops, being only 
34 years of age. fie was born w 
Beaufort, 8. C., and was graduated at 
Columbia College in that State. During the late 
War he held the position of Major im the Con- 
federate army. After that be turned his atien- 
tion to religious matters. and was ordained asa 
deacon at home, (ia., by Bishop Quintard in 1368. 
He afierwards came to New York avd pursued 
his studies at the General Theologica! Seroinary, 
During part of bis deacouate he served as as- 
sistant mipisier at the Church of the Incarnation 
in this city, and then had charge of the Chapel 
of the Reconciliation. He was ordained asa 
priest in Easter, 18/1, at Christ Church, Savano- 
nab, by Bishop Becawith. In November, 1871, 
he accepted a cali to St. Philip’s Church, Atlan- 
ta, Ga., where he is said to have been very suc- 
cessful, the chureh having been enlarged twice 
in order to accommodate his increasing cougre- 
gat.iovp.

DEACONESS ES. 
A PRIMITIVE ORDER. 
From the New York Trioune, Oct. 29. 

The Committee on Canons asked yesterday to 
be discharged from the consideration of Orders 
of Deaconesses, In theirreport they refer to 
the vagueness of the general knowledge about 
this primitive order. The opinion among emi- 
nent critica of the Scriptures is that St. Paul re- 
fers to it in his reference to Phebe of Canchrea. 
These Deaconesses are supposed to have been 
not merely godly women, but to have formed an 
order of ministers in the early Church. Whether 
this is so or not, there is no doubt that the early 
Church included io its active agencies tae Chris- 
tian usefulness of women, who were known as 
Deaconesses, and perfoimed in a certain limited 
sense ministerial functions, such as baptism 
of infants im exiremis, instructing the young, 


lected. ‘They appear in the Church up to the 
eighth or ninth century; later than that the 
order a undoubtedly through the 
growth of other religious orders, of tae character 
of sisterboods. It owes ite revival to certain 
Protestant communions in Germany. Pastor 
FlieJmer’s successful institutions at Kaisers- 
worth, on the Rhime, for educating women for 
foréign missionary work and for iabors among 
the poor, are well known to most European trav- 
eiers. This attracted the attention of the En- 
glish clergy, and led to steps for the revival of 
the order in England. There it was attended 
with great success, avd in London, Liverpool, 
and elsewhere there exist flourishing communi- 
wes of deaconesses, who are laboring to succor 
the destitute, seeking out and training the 
young, ministering in hospitals. and assisting 
in every form of philanthropic activity. The at- 
tention of the Church in this country was called 
to this reviual in 1868. The Board of Missions 
appointed a committee to prepare a report upon 
the subioshy which was read at the Generali Con- 
vention of 1871 by the Rev. Dr. H. C. Potser, of 
this city. Three orders of Deaconesses were al- 
ready in existence in this country. Since then 
others have sprung upin the Diocese of Loug 
Island andelsewhere, There are also succe~sful 
Organizatious in Alabama and some of the West- 
ern dioceses. The growth of the order has not 
been as rapid, however, as it would have been 
had there been any canonical provision for its 
recognition in the Church. The proposed canou 
was to supply that want. The repoit of the 
Committee does not at all condemn the order, 
but leaves its encouragement to the Bishops and 
diocesan authorities. Among its promoters aro 
Bishop Wilmer, of Alabama, Bishop Littlejohn, 
of Long Island, Bishop Whittingham, of Mary- 
mae, See Spaulding, of Colorado, the Rev.

He claims that, from imternal evidence, the 
plays themselves furnish the evidence which 
must convince a Shakspearean student that they 
were not the product of any single mind, but 
that they were the outcome of the intellectual 
activity of a whole century of English thought, 
expressed through the medium of many play- 
wrights, and only collected and, so to speak, 
edited by Ben Jonson’s ‘*Sweet Swan of Avon.” 
Shakespeare was, therefore, accordiog to Mr. 
Dougherty, only a Boswell to the dramatic Jon- 
sons of his age. 


But let the critics and scholars dispute over 


the identity of the author of Shakspeare’s plays, 
Romeo will woo noue the less ardently; King 
Lear w.li continue to be the *‘ Very foolish, fond 
old man,” wourping over the dead body of “his 
low-voiced Cordelia; Iago will forever remain

THE THEALRICAL TICKET SYSTEM. 

During the latter part of the ifceenth century, 
when si.olung bands of plavers wandered Like 
gypsies from one Englisi casile or village to 
anotber,—pla)iog in ba'ns, ov the grass beneath 
the trees, or in the immense dining ba’! 
of some baronial castle, there was little 
need for a ticket to gain admission to their 
rude performance. The players too 
“pot luck,” and passed the hat arouad 
among their auditors, thaokful if they ccca- 
sionauy got one of the oud pence that were lef: 
afier uthing-day in the yeoman’s picket, There 
was bo fixed scuedule of prices, but the players 
trusted to the generosity of their audience for 
a suflicient reward for their effu:ts to entertain 
them. ‘the few rude bencves or boards that 
sei ved for seats were seized upon by the early 
comers, while the crowd surged around them, 
pusling and stilving with each Olper (tO gain 
some point of vantage where a better view cou.d 
be baw of the playera.

But the fashionable young Earl of Southamp- 
ton, to whom Shakspeare dedicated his ** Adon- 
is,” and the noble Pembroke, Montgomery, and 
their companions, must be provided with seats 
apart froa: the common folks, if not more com- 
fortable. So 

A PORTION OF THE STAGE ITSELF 

was set asipe for the gentlefolk—the nobles and 
ladies—and here, sheltered from the rain, and 
partiy sheitered from the sun, they were permit- 
ted for 1 shilling to stand or sit on the ground 
during the play. If they were wealthy enouch 
to squander an extra shilling, they were provided 
with a stool, but as both space and stools were 
limited in this aristocratic quarter of the theatre, 
not many extra shillings were takem. This, how- 
ever, did not detract from the enjoyment 
of the young bloods, for they would 
plav cards between acts, or, if the actor did not 
come up to their ideal of the character, they 
would hustle him about the stage, and, when the 
play dragged and they grew weary, they would 
amuse themselves by pelting the six-pempy, two- 
penny, and one-penpy anditors with appies. We 
have degenerated somewhat since then, for the 
purchaser of a reserved seat cannot with the 
ticket secnre all these privileges. 

As the appointments about the theatre im- 
proved, so did the arrangements for seating the 
audience and the system of tickets. 
Improvements were effected from time to tim 
exactly when or by whom is now unknown, anti 
the rude stool on the stage became finaily

For instance, the different 
classes of tickets for the same euteriainments— 
parquette, dress circle, balcony, and gallery 
tickets, being sold et Jifferent prices in order to 
meet the general dé d of the publc—there 
being. in fact, no corresponding diflereuce in the 
desiraviencss of the seats. 

R.—Well, then, why pot meet this difficulty 
squaiely, aud charge a lower, but uaiform, price 
for seats anywhere in the theatre ? 

Mc. Sheidon—Because the ; resent prices have 
been adopied after experimenting, and corie- 
spond with the cost of the evtertaiumenis to the 


manager, allowiag him no great margin of profit. 


To secme the same money at a uviformly lower 
price for tickets, more tickets mu-t be sold, and 
it is the experience of managers that ouly abont 
the same number of people attend, any way, 
whatever be the price of tickets.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


How It Is Proposed to Re- 
organize It. 


Notable Inconsistencies in the Com- 
mittee’s Report. 


Opinions of the Most Competent Judges 
Adverse to It, 


Sentiments of Messrs. Wells, King, and 
Others. 


Shell the Chicago High School be aboliahed ? 
seems to be the real question brought before the 
Chicago Board of Education by the report of the 
Committee on Text-Books and Course of In- 
struction, recommending double sessions, which 
is now pending before that body; for, im the 
minds of the most experieneegd and best edu- 
eators of the city, the adoption of the report will 
be a decided step in the direction of the de- 
moralization and ultimate destruction of the 
school. 

THE REPORT IN QUESTION 
recommends the discontinuance of the High- 
School classes, mew occupying half 4 
dozen rooms in the school buildings 
in various partes of the city, and 
that the pupils be incorporated with the regular 
classes of the High Sehool proper; and, to ac- 
eommodate the increased mumber of students 
ia the High School occasiened by this arrange- 
meat, the Committee recommended that the 
school-day be divided into two sessions of three 
hours each, viz.: From 9 a, m. to 12 o’clock, and 
from 1 to4o’clock p.m. The Oommittee com- 
metd their report to the favorable action of 
the Board by several reasons, chief among 
which are these: that it will vacate six 
rooms mow needed for pupils in the 
overcrowded giammar schools; that it will 
abolish the salaries of six teachers; 
that students will be enabled to take their dinners 
at home; aud that pupila of limited means will 
be evabled to employ a portion of their time in 
earuing their own livelinood. The report ac- 
L-nowledges that, should the arrangement be car- 
ried out, High-School pupils will be obliged to 
get all their lessons at home, and spend the en- 
tire time in school in reciting. 

It is observable that the report is 

SLIGUTLY ILLOGICAL. 

It recommends the introduction of double divis- 
ions into the High School in order to diminish 
the evil of double divisions at  pres- 
ent existing in the primary sclwols,— 
the very place where they are. tolerated 
by the most enlightened educators, and where 
tue opinions of experts are not agreed whether 
it is pot even better that the youngest children 
should be limited tofrom two to two and a half 
hours each day. The report also express!y 
states that all jessons are to be studied at home, 
and vet it argues tbat pupils will have more time 
to earn a livelihood by manual labor. 

The wise and vigorous protest of 

SUPERINTENDENT PICKARD, 
which has been substantially published in Tue 
TRIBUNE, answers the Committee most 
effectualiy. Mr, Pickard save a continua! 
stretch of three hours a day spent in recitation 
ouly ig too great a meutal strain for the —. 
He shows that the * sanitary” argument ure 
moonshine when examined. Si High School 
is situated from 4 to 5 miles frouw”a large por 
tion of the stadents, they would be unable to eat 
their dinners at home, no matter whether tieyv 
we:e forevoon or afiernoon students; if they 
attended in the forenoon, they would get home tvo 
late for dinner ; andif they attended in the after- 
noon, they must leave home an bour before din- 
ner. Mr. Pickard showed that the forenoon was 
the best time for study or recitation, since 
both teachers and pupils were fresh 
and vigorous, and for these and for 
other reasons the great majority of patrons 
would wish their children to attend that session. 
Moreover, it 1s one of the most important duties 
of an instructor to train students to the forma- 
tion of correct babits of study. How can this

But aside from the opinions of the Superin- 
tendent, which, as thus given, are wise and 
timely, Tug Taisune has taken the pains to co!- 
lect the opiniovs of several other weil-known 
educators; and their testimony is uniformly 
against the wisdom of the report. 

MR. W. H. WELLS, 

for some eight years the Superintendent of the 
schools of this city, and who has given the sys- 
tem a great share of ite excellencies, is most 
emphatic in his opinion. About two years ago 
be traveled extensively in Europe, and made ex- 
act and careful inquiries into the management of 
the best schools, especially in England and Scot- 
land; and in bis knowledge of the management 
of American schools he is probably second 
to no one. He says double sessions in 
schoois similar to our h School are 
contrary to all the sctrines of edu- 
cators either in Europe or this country, and 
must result in demoralization and deterioration 
of the discipline of the school. Practically, he 
says, it will be found impossible to obtain good 
resuits where pupils are expected to learn all 
their lessons at home, subjected to all the incon- 
veniences and distractions which haunt the av- 
eragehhome. He concurs explicitly with Supt. 
Pickard in the belief that the instructor shou!d 
be, to some extent, the director of a pupil's 
study-hours. Mr. Wells has always 
double sessions in all departments the 
publie schools, in his published reports, 
and by his votes when a member of the School 
Board; and he is especially severe on that pica- 
yunish policy which, to save a few dollars’ ex- 
pense, is prepared, on the ope hand, to kill of 
teachers by doubling their work, and, on the 
other, to diminish the efficiency of the in- 
struction and discipline. Mr. Weils’ idea is that 
the High School should be kept im the highest 
state of efficiency, as @ moral stimulus te the 
lower schools. 

THE HON. W. H. KING,

In the Second, Fourth, and Sixth Districts no 
Senator is to be chosen.

It is 
intimated that Perioiat aims to be the contractor 
for delivering supplies to the State Insane Hos- 
pital at Eigin, and to all the other State hospi- 
tals and asylums, and to aid him in this desires 
& special friend in the State Senate. independ- 
ent of his association with Periolat, this man 
White is specially unfit to go to the Legislature. 
He is incompetent for an intelligent discharge 
of his duties, and, instead of being a service, 
will be a positive detriment to the inter- 
este of Chieago in the Legislature. The opposing 
candidate is ex-Mayor John C. Haines, who has, 
at asacrifice of his personal interests, consented 
to serve if elected. We need not tell the voters 
of the district who Mr. Hainesis. He is thor- 
oughly informed as to the wants and interests of 
this city; he is experienced in every branch of 
the municipal government ; and no man can be 
more useful or exercise more influence for good 
at Springfield than Mr. Haines. The entire 
bummer vote will be given for White, and it is 
therefore essential that every respectable citizen 
in the district see to it that Mr. Haines is 
slected. It is likewise very desirable that J udge 
Bradwell should be elected one of the Repre- 
sentatives in this district. He isa man of expe- 
rience, vigilance, and integrity. It is rarely that 
the city gets as good a Representative in the 
Legislature. 

In the Sixth District there are five candidates 
for Representatives, and only three can be 
elected. If the voters choose Mr. Jackson, Mr. 
Stickney, and Mr. Harvey, they would get a 
first-rate delegation in point of ability and 
character. Both parties, however, are grasping 
at too much im this district, and are liabie to 
lose their best men. 

In the Seventh District the opposing candi-

THE NEXT COMMON COUNCIL. 

On Tuesday next the people of this eity and 
eounty will have to elect ove-third of the Board 
of County Commissioners, and one-half of the 
Common Council. These two bodies are our lo- 
cal Legislatures. Together they levy four times 
the tax imposed forall State purposes. Their 
action is final, and from it there is no appeal. 
They bave unlimited authority to expend and 
unlimited autbority to assess. They are, there- 
fore, really of more importance to us asa com- 
munity than the members of Congress. There 
are twenty-one Aldermen to be elected,—one to 
fill a vacancy, and twenty to serve two years. 
The two political parties have made selections of 
candidates, and the public have no alternative 
but to select from these lists, whether the men 
be good and proper menor not. Here are the 
two lists:

Of these, Messrs. Richardson, Warren, Coey, 
McClory, D. W. Clark, Quirk, Schaffner, and 
Cannon, of the Republicans, and Messrs. 
Schmitz, O’Brien, and Mahr, of the Democrats, 
are at present members of the Board. Of the 
others, Mr. Otis, of the Fourth Ward, served 
very honorably es Alderman of the Second 
Ward in 1869-'71; and John Comiskey served 
several terms as Alderman from the Ninth 
Ward. James Walsh, the Republican eandidate 
in the Eleventh Ward,is the notorious Alder- 
man who was convicted of bribery in 1872, and 
who served out aterm in the County Jail. He 
has been selected by the Republicans to help 
their ticket by the votes of his associates and 
friends. In the Twentieth Ward the Repub- 
licans have practically dropped their own regu- 
lar candidate, and have nominated John Cor co- 
ran, the present Alderman, who was Mike 
McDonald’s candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Sheriff. Failing to get that, the gam- 
blers have nominated him for Alderman. 

The other men are all new to politics, and are 
hardly known out of their wards. The Demo- 
crate make no contest in the Fourth, Fifth, 
Twelfth, and Thirteenth Wards. In the latter 
ward Mr. Case is an iodependent candidate. 
The task of discriminating between these candi- 
dates rests with the voters of the several wards, 
who are presumed to know the men. There is 
too much dependent on the character of the 
members of the Common Council to warrant any 
voter in adhering to mere party nominations 
when the public interest may be promoted by 
voting otherwise. A year ago, the people of the 
Eleventh Ward rejected the man Walsh, and it 
is to be hoped, for the character of the city, that 
they wjll do the same now. His election would 
be a disgrace to the city. 

We have attempted no detailed criticism of the 
candidates, because the great majority of them 
are strangers to us ; it is the people of the sev- 
eral wards who must discriminate, and it is to be 
hoped they will do eo fearlessly. Even when 
this is done, there will be ample cause to fear 
that the character of the Common Council bas 
not been improved. 


PROF. SWING AND THE SYNOD. 
The clerical profession delights to spread itself 
on *‘ public corruption,” the ‘‘ malignity of party 
strife,” ‘‘ the venality of the secular press,” and 
soon. It therefore becomes a matter of inter- 
est to observe how this class of moralists carry 
themselves, when they come into sharp collision 
with each other. It is worth recording that 
many of them demean themselves in a manner 
honorable to the holy name they bear. We can- 
not say the same of all. We had an edifying 
spectacle, some months ago, in the’ Episcopal 
Convention in Wisconsin. We have had another 
exhibition of clerical human nature in the late 
trial of Prof. Swing. The matter is now 
cool. For that reason the public can estimate 
more justly the character of clerical integrity. 

While this made-up case was in the Chicago 
Presbytery, a venerable Professor arose and read 
from one of Mr. Swing’s sermons, stopping in 
the middie of a sentence, when the very next 
word gave a different sense to the whole passage. 
If we may believe Mr. Noyes’ “ card,” pubhshed 
in Tux TRIBUNE, @ similar attempt to mislead 
hearers was made on the floor of the Synod of 
Illinois North, the prosecutor quoting Scottish 
law from a book not likely to be in the 
hands of American Presbyterians, and omit- 
ting from the passage a part which 
conveyed ®& sense exactly ‘opposite to 
that which it was designed by the mutilated ex- 
tract toconvey to the Synod. If we may be- 
lieve the A/hance, we have also an instance of 
moral intrepidity on the part of eleven men, who, 
being sworn to give a verdict according to the 
evidence in the case, voted to sustain the Laird 
Collier charge, not one word of testimony being 
brought forward, and Prof. Patton having re- 
gretted (a matter they had forgotton) that he 
could not bring his witnesses into court. Stil] 
another instance of the high sense of personal 
honor entertained by that body of divines wae 
exhibited when the Rev. Dr. Frame accepted 
the position of counsel for Prof. Swing, and 
glaringly neglected the interests of the defend- 
apt. 

But the greatest lapse from good faith, and 
one which holds up to the scorn of the world 
the clerical estimation of the sacredness of a 
compact, was the attempt—largely succeseful— 
to mass the columns of the Old School against 
New-School Presbyterians, which to all in- 
tents they had solemnly pledged, at the time of 
reunion, with prayers and halielujahs, that they 
would never do in any circumstances whatso- 
ever. What better are these than other poor 
sinners, whe remember only what ig convenient 
er useful ? . 

It was, perhaps, no worse morally, but it was 
certainly measer, to utter the sentence on Prof. 
Swing which that body has, to its lasting dis- 
grace, put on record. “The proof of these 
charges would, under other circumstances, re- 
quire it (the Synod) to”— do what? Ask Mr. 
Swing to join the Methodists, or Cougregation- 
alists, or seme other body of Christians who

That would be too Christian,— to ‘‘ pronounce 
the sentence of suspension from the Gospel min- 
istry”! If there be any bigotry, or assumption 
of spiritual monopoly, that would not go into 
eclipse by this action of a Presbyterian Synod, 
the world wouid like to know where itis. Why 
did they Jet the heretie go, with his head on hia 
shoulders, after that? The ‘‘ carnal mind” can- 
nct fail to regard the verdict, either as a despic- 
able attempt to stain a spotless man, or a cow- 
ardly evasion of duty towards a guilty one. 


TWO MODEL POLICEMEN. 

In comparison with the negligence, dilatori- 
ness, and lack of judgment so often displayed 
by members of the Chicago police force, the 
exemplary conduct of Officers McInirney and 
Kelly, in dealing with the two Bhidgeport des- 
peradoes, which was set forth at length im our 
issue of Saturday, is mot only refreshing, but 
deserving of the highest eommendation and of 
public recognition. These two gallant patrol- 
men, after being shot by the roughs and one of 
them dangerously wounded, never relaxed their 
efforts to capture the scoundrels until those 
efforts were successful. Officer Kelly, al- 
though he had received a shot in his 
body, pursued his man for a long dis- 
tance, weakened as he must have been, until 
he came up with him. The desperado at last 
turned and eoolly drew a bead upon the officer ; 
but the charge did not explode, and his life was 
saved. The quickness of the officer did not 
allow the villain a second chance. Down came 
his good club with crushing force, and the repe- 
tition of the blow shivered the locust and the 
villain simultaneously, leaving the latter in such 
a limp and demoralized condition that he was 
unable to offer any farther resistance. The gal- 
lant Kelly conveyed his prize to the station, 
and then walked half s mile to a druggisi’s 
to have his wounds cared for. Meanwhile, 
Mcloirney, although twice wounded, once in the 
hand and once in the leg, kept up the pursuit of 
the other rascal, through alleys and by-ways and 
lumber-yards, until he had forced him to the 
river bank. At this point the latter compelled 
the mate of a veasel, William Meade, to take him 
across the river in his yawl, under pain of death 
if he refused. He jumped aboard, and when 
half way across the stream, although constantly 
covered by the desperado’s pistol, the gallant 
son of Neptune executed a feat with oars 
hitherto unparalleled. for eoolness, dexterity, 
and courage. Uunshipping his oar, he managed to 
get it between his passenger’s legs, and shoved 
him into the river, to the bottom of which he 
went post-haste. Upon reappearing from his 
sudden and unexpected bath, Meade seized his 
pistol from him, and then left him to find bis 
way to the land or goto the bottom for good. 
Unfortunately, the latter event did not occur, but, 
fortunately, when the drenched and chilled scoun- 
drel reached the land, another officer was in wait- 
ing, who took him in charge. The act of the 
sailor was not only a skillful buta gallant one, 
for if he had failed in the attempt his hfe would 
have paid the penalty. His piucky eonduct de- 
serves a very substantial recognition, —something 
more than mere honorable menijon of the af- 
fair. 

The event, from the beginning to the close, is 
characterized by a display of gallantry, endur- 
ance, and sound judgment which has never been 
surpassed, and perhaps never equalied, in the 
records of the police force of this city. Neither 
officer quailed for a single instant in the dis- 
charge of his duty, although one was severely 
and the other dangerously wounded, and both 
were acting at the peril of their lives, having 
had pistols snapped at them so neur that they 
were burned bythe powder. Their endurance was 
equal to their gallantry.

the lungs, could have persevered in the pur- 
suit until he had overtaken his man, and then, in 
his necessarily weak condition, have strength 
enough left to overcome him and take bim to the 
station. It would almost seem asif such exer- 
tion must necessarily have proved fatal by su- 
perinducing internal hemorrhage or bursting 
some blood vessel ; but even after he had safely 
disposed of his prisoner, he had strength and de- 
termination enough to walk half a mile to a 
druggist’s. In such 8 case as this there is an 
element of moral as well as physicai courage, 
and a display of resolution and nerve which 
allies his conduct to the highest forms of 
heroism. Men have been handsomely rewarded 
and exalted to high station for less eourageous 
acta than this. Too much praise cannot be 
awarded the officers also for their excellent 
judgment and cool conduct under the most try- 
ing and provoking circumstances. If the offi- 
cers had fired upon and killed both men, they 
would have been promptly acquitted, and the 
world would have been well rid of two scoun- 
drels. This opportunity, however, which they 
had over and over again, they did not improve, 
but resolutely and sternly persevered in their 
work until the prisoners were in custody, 

Of such gallant work and exemplary conduct 
as this the City Government. if not the citizens 
themselves, should take some special notice. 
Such instances are too rare to be allowed to pass 
unnoticed. They have shown themselves to be 
model officers. Their example should be brought 
prominently before the rest of the force, and 
their reward should be such as to stimulate their 
companions to similar promptness, good judg- 
ment, and gallantry. As for the brave sailor 
Meade, he deserves to be made Captain of the 
finest craft that sails the lakes. 


RITUALISTIC EVOLUTION. 

Mr. Darwin and other naturalists of his 80r;

That is 
when a species, in the process of its natural devel- 
opment, as conditioned by its surroundings, has 
become so far ‘‘ differentiated” as to produce an 
apparently new sort of creature altogether. The 
forms of religious worship change least among 
the rudest and least cultured peoples.

But this also is to be borne in mind: the 
process of development is not always singte. It 
may be two-fold, and the two directly antago- 
nistic to each other. This is often the case. It 
is most plainly the case with the American Epis- 
copal Chureh at the present time. And this fact 
must be recognized, or one will failto appre- 
ciate the peculiarity of the situation. The pre- 
natal struggle of Jacob and Esau is the true 
symbol of that mostly hidden, but dead-in- 
earnest, strife which is going on in the 
bosom of both the Anglican and the Ameri- 
can communions. These Churches are, by their 
origin and history, explicitly Protestant. Never- 
theless, a section of each—if not openly, yet 
implicitly and essentially—has eome to contra- 
dict the ninety-five theses of Luther, and have 
furtively packed themselves off to Rome. This 
is the obstinate fact which now confronts these 
two Protestant organizations. 

The General Convention of the Episcopal 
Church is the most notable ecclesiastical gath- 
ering of the period. Its proceedings are vat- 
urally attracting much attention. In spite of the 
closed doors, everyone sees that matters there 
are regarded as having come to a pass. And 
all the priestly and prelatical savants there 
in council are likely to find it a good 
deal easier to tell how the evolutionary 
intruder got in and throve so _ lustily 
than to tell exactly how to thrust it out. With 
the great majority of Episcopalians, Ritualism is 
&@ nuisance anda pest. In any square stand-up 
fight the Ritualists would be nowhere. They 
stoop to conquer. They disavow and conceal 


who avow do not avow all. This embarrasses 
the efforts of the majority, who are striving to 
get rid of the parasites, or what they consider 
to be such. An evident disposition exists to put 
down Ritualism, and something was accomplished 
in that direction when Dr. Seymour was reject- 
ed; but it ia not likely that anything more de- 
cistve will be done by the Convention at its pres- 
eat session. But the Ritualistice evolution will 
continue, and before many years the Church will 
be obliged to define itself om the question of 
spectacular religious eeremonies im a way that 
will seud the Ritualists to Rome somewhat faster 
than they are now going, or incur the risk of 
seeing the Cheney movement reinforced by a 
very large accession. 


SHERIFF AND CORONER. 

The Chicago Times publishes a long article on 
what it calls the “Sour Mash” political combi- 
nation in this county, whose candidate for Sher- 
iff is Mr. Frank Agnew, and it berates this com- 
bination soundly, forgetting to mention that its 
candidate for Congreesin the First District, Mr. 
B. G. Caulfield, is about as near the head of that 
combination as it is possible for anybody to get. 

We have taken some pains to inquire into the 
character, standing, and antecedents of Mr. 
Agnew, and, while we do not indorse all that the 
Times says in hia dispraise, we think that Mr. 
Bradley is decidedly the better man of the two 
for the position. Mr. Bradley ought not to have 
been nominated for a ‘third term ;” but, having 
been nominated, andthe choice lying between 
him and his competitor, we advise those who 
have the best interests of the county at heart to 
support him. We believe that he will proves 
more efficient, faithful, and responsible officer 
than Mr. Agnew. ‘ 

For the office of Coroner the candidates are 
John Stephens, present incumbent, and Emil 
Dietech. There is no reason that we know of 
why Mr. Stephens should be re-elected.

( BISMARCK AND VON ARNIM. 

The imprisonment of von Arnim, and his 
dogged refusal to surrender the documents in 
his possession at the command of Bismarck, is 
but the culmination of a conflict which began 
several years ago between the two stasesmen. 
The German public first became aware of the 
struggie that was going om between them after 
the downfall of Thiers. Vor Arnim was charged 
with having accorded a sympathy to MacMahon 
to which the latter was not entitled from a Ger- 
Bismarck was dissatisfied 
with Yon Arnim’s course in the premises. Mac- 
Mahon, Germans claim, is not friendly to the 
German Empire, and is doing, and was disposed 
to do, little for the cause of peace. From 
this time the adherents both of Bis- 
marck and von Arnim began a polemical 
warfare. Von Arnis course during the ses- 
sion of the Vatican Council, while he represented 
the German Empire at Rome, was made the sub- 
ject of debate. The contest between the two 
ended in the publication of official documents on 
both sides, but especially of a report made by 
von Arnim while Minister. The punishment of 
this last indisereet act of von Arnim was his re- 
moval from the position of Ambassador to France. 
He endeavored to obtain an audienee from the 
Emperor in order to justify his eourse. The 
audience was refused. 

Von Arnim’s friends elaim for him that he is 
the only man likely to supplant Bismarck. They 
say that he was the first to appreciate the full 
bearing of the Council, and to recommend that 
measures should be taken to guard the Empire 
against the encroachments of clerical power. 
Bismarck is blamed for having considered the 
Council « trivial matter in the beginning. Von 
Arnim wished the German Government to bring 
its influence to bear on the German Bishops while 
he was at Rome, and prevent the adoption of 
the dogma of Papal imfallibility. Bismarck 
did not oppose the passage of the dogma. The 
result was that the conflict between the Church 
and the Empire became inevitable. Bismarck’s 
friends answer that, however true this may be, 
the idea was not ariginal with von Arnim, and 
that, besides, the Premier's policy toward the 
Church has proved the best inthe end. The 
more this matter was discussed, the greater grew 
the breach between the two. Since the latter’s re- 
moval from Paris, it has been confidently ex- 
pected that he would endeavor to retaliate on 
Bismarck. It was widely rumored, too, that a 
work entitled ‘“‘The Revolution from Above” 
was soon to be published, and that it would con- 
tain matter very damaging to Bismarck. Suspi- 
cion rested on vom Arnim. Certain official 
documents were found missing from the archives 
of the Exabassy of Paris. It was supposed that 
von Arnim had appropriated them, with the in- 
tention ef giving them to the public. Hence 
the arrest and imprisonment, and the search 
inatituted by Bumarck for the missing papers, 
with the history of which the pablie are already 
familiar. The whole moral of the affair seems 
to be that Biemarck wants to show to German 


diplomatiess that efficial doenments cannot be 


when they are brought to the test, and those | 


published with impunity, probably for his own 
safety, though he professes to put it on the 
ground of public policy.

GUIZOT AND VEUILLOT. 

Guizot has been called the Protestant Pope 
Louis Veuillot is the right-hand man in France 
of the Pope in Rome, for whom he does good 
work as editor of the Univers, the leading ‘Cath- 
ohe newspaper in France. No man could have 
less sympathy with Guizot than the great Ultra- 
montane journalist. Still, in the first number of 
his paper that appeared after ite suspension, he 
devoted to the memory of the deceased states- 
man and author a remarkable article, which, 
considering the source, may be looked upon as a 
high testimonial to the virtue and genius of 
Guizot. Veuillot first met Guizot when the lat- 
ter was President of the Council and Minister 
of Foreign Affairs under Louis Philippe. Veuil- 
lot himself was at the time a subordinate State 
official. It was his duty to give Guizot every 
day a report of the opinions expressed by the 
morning journals, and to write down the com- 
ments made upon them by him for the Ministry 
of the Interior. He grew attached to Guizot. 
Among the qualities of his chief which caused 
the future journalist to cling to him were his 
rare dignity, his exhaustless patience, his disposi- 
tion to obtige, his respect and devotion to his 
mother, his tenderness for his children, his 
simplicity in hie greatness, his wonderful 
eloquence, and his almost boundless informa- 
tion. : 

Veuillot had hoped that Guizot would some 
day enter the true fold; but this hope was 
doomed to end in disappointment. Still Louis 
Veuillot is not, or rather does not mean to be, 
entirely complimentary to Guizot. Strange to 
say, he findsin him a disciple of Voltaire and 
Rousseau,—a man witbout faith and without re- 
ligion! And all this in face of the fact that 
Guizot has published two series of Meditations 
on the Christian Religion, and has written 
an argument in favor of the immortality of the 
soul. Alithese facts Veuillot gets rid of by assur- 
pg his readers that, in all that Guizot writes on 
religion, there is not the trace of a single great 
thought; that his religion was only a form of 
speech, a negation; and that he talked about 
theology without knowing what theology — 
At bottom he claims that Guizot was a skeptic 
liké those he wrote against, but a ekeptic with- 
out knowing it. Not only was he a skeptic, he 
was a revolutionist, as Veuillot charges. Gui- 
zot’s political creed is found to be not much bet- 
ter than his religious one. He charges him with 
having both opposed and favored Democracy. 
His mistake was in supposing that, having re- 
fused to be governed by an aristocracy of birth, 
France should consent to be governed by an aris- 
cocracy of shop-keepers. M. Veuillot must look 
through very queer spectacles to discover 
in M. Guizot a disciple of Voltaire, a 
maa without religion, a skeptic, and a 
revolutionist. The trouble with M. Veuillot 
undoubtedly is,—and it is the explanation of his 
charge against Guizot,—that any one not his dis- 
ciple is a disciple of Voltaire, and that whoever 
does not accept bis own peculiar dogmas is a 
skeptic and a revolutionist. And thus it hap- 
pens that Veuillot’s censure of Guizot, no less 
than his praise, is to be put to the credit side of 
the deceased statesman. 


THE LATE LARKYNS. 

Larkyns was a man of infiniteadventure. He 
was one of Charles Lever’s heroes in real life. 
As the younger son of a rich Scotchman, he gat 
a deal of learning and a little incre. A few years 
of life on the Continent added to the former and 
swept away the latter. While he was living roy- 
ally on his principal, he seems to have amused 
himself with plotting dire destruction for the 
crowned heads of Europe. He carried a musket 
under Garibaldi, and is said to have belonged to 
Mazzini’s secret league. The spees of Europe 
knew him. He grew accustomed to being escort- 
ed across frontiers by two policemen. He was 
withal only an amateur conspirator. Plots fasci- 
nated him. He declared that he never meant to 
do any King harm, and indeed his schemes al- 
ways failed. Perhaps he felt that he 
was to reign himself. But we antici- 
pate. When Larkyns came home, accomplished 
and penniless from his wanderings, his relatives 
bought him an army-commission. He sailed for 
India to jom his regiment. Arrived there, he 
soon wearied of the routine, sold out of the ser- 
vice, and started for Uentral Asia. There his 
fortane culminated. He fell into the good | 
graces of a heathen potentate, admiristered his 
Government for him, and finally freed him from 
all further care in the matter by making himself 
Rajah. He succeeded to the palace, the harem, 
and the Treasury of the maa he had expelled, 
and led a life of barbaric magnificence. After 
six years of solitary splendor, he wearied of the 
cares of State. He decamped at night, and be- 
took himself and a trunkful of diamonds to Lon- 
don. His family naturally killed the fatted calf 
in his honor, but he quarreled with them soon 
and bade them good-by forever. This made de- 
pendence on them impossible when, soon after, 
an unlucky speculation robbed him of the spoils of 
his Rajahship. His beggary and the outbreak of 
the Franco-German war were coincident. He was 
soon fighting, as Maj. Larkyns, on Gen. Bour- 
baki’s staff. Bravery gave him the cross of the 
Legion of Honor, and then, at Metz, a wound. 
He limped through the campaign, which ended 
at Sedan, and was captured with his pro tem. 
monarch. He fades out of view as a prisoner of 
war at Sedan, and reappears as a soldier of for- 
tane at Salt Lake City, in the winter of 1872. 
Thenee he wandered to Honolulu, back to San 
Francisco, and into a Frisco jail. The failure of 
the man who had cashed his fictitious drafts to 
prosecute him set him free. The ex-King be- 
came a coal-heaver. As a day-laborer, as a 
stevedore, as a clerk, as a translator, ae a critic 
and correspondent, he worked te gain money 
and regain reputation. He was well employed 
at Calistoga when the end came. A jealous 
San Francisco husband hurried thither with 
Larkyns’ letters to his wife in his pocket 
and his pistol im his hand. He called Larkyns 
to the door, and the doomed man came. 
There was a cry of “Throw up your hands!” 
an oath, a flash and the dull thud of a builet, 
and the man of the world went out of the world. 
The wages of his sin were death. He might 
have done much, but he preferred to enjoy 
much; and this was the ghastly end of an odd 
life. Among the queerest of the queer crowd 
that will rise from California soil when the last 
trump sounds will be the late Larkyns.

Both these women would stop this farcical ex- 
change of visite, if they dared. But they do not 
dare. It is the fashion and they follow it. Asa 
result, they are obliged to waste hours on hours, 
week after week, in a round of bowing, and gos- 
siping, avd smiling, from which they get no 
posaible good. They either have to give up one 
whole day every week to receiving calls, or they 
must hold themselves im readiness, at almost 
every hour of every day. todo so. It does not 
seem to eccur to these people that where such a 
system prevails nothing elee systematic can. 
There can be no fixed hours for anything. 
Friends cannot exchange calle at will because 
acquantaintances left in the lurch would be hart. 
Sometimes a woman grows sufficiently inde- 


pendent to announce that she will not make 


calls. Then the restc’ her sex, every one of 
whom would be glad to imitate her, affect a 
proper horror, and condemn as impolite, shock- 
ing, etc., her brave disregard of one of 
the most ‘ senseless observances of society. 
Five years afterwards, the woman who dared 
usually knows something, while her old associates 
are still displaying their old stock of informa- 
tion. Would it not be well for women Reformers 
to remember that calling and dressing are two 
great grounds for refofm? They are alike in 
this, that women can, if they will, effect the re- 
form im both by their single efforts. Masculine 
co-operation is not needed. If a few prominent 
ladies would but say: ‘“‘ We will call only on the 
persons whom we really wish to see,” and would 
make their saying true, we should soon witness 
a decided change for the better. Would it not 
be well, by the way, for women te remove a few 
of the disabilities they have imposed upon them- 
selves before invoking masculine help te rid 
them of others ?

The outlook for the working classes im large 
cities during the coming winter is not @ very en- 
couraging one. In Wew York there are over 
6,000 skilled carpenters and others engaged in 
the building business without employment or 
meome. These 6,000 men represent 30,000 peo- 
ple, there being on an average five persons de- 
pendent om each ene of them. Hitherto the 
building interests of New York City have been 
very promising. They afforded employment to 
about 25,000 people. The panic has put a stop 
to the building of houses for some time. It is 
estimated that one-fourth fewer houses have 
been erected this year in New York than last. 
The building going on now is eopfined to 
a few great banking corporations with 
immense capital. The construction of dwelling- 
houses has ceased almost entirety. The compe 
tition for contracts is se great that there is little 
or no money im them. The wages of the men 
still employed have been cut down fully 25 per 
cent. Building-firms that a year ago employed 
forty bands have now eat down the number to 
three or four. So far as building imterests are 
concerned, the working classes of Chicago are 
better off t those of New York,—the rebuild- 
ing im the Burnt District of the July fire paving 
farnished employment to a large number,

Their virtues, their vices, their talents, their 
failings, are comprehended with the clearness of 
ence, a8 well as observation ; and they are 
treated with the delicacy, the gentleness, the 
sffection, one would use in anstomizing # broth- 
er. In consequence of this rare aptitude for 
the work undertaken, Mr. Bessant’s book is sin- 
gularly captivating. Witbout the drudgery of 
sifting the literature of a half-dozen centuries, 
we bave spread before us the choicest specimens 
of the foremost humorists of ali that time. And 
we arebelped toa right judgment and an in- 
telligent enjoyment of them bv an analysis of 
themselves and their authors, which is as skill- 
ful and searching as it is brilliant and amusing. 
One may not feel in the beginning that there is 
anything particularly eongenial in the subject of 
the French humorists, but it is impossible to re- 
~ gist the fascination of Mr. Bessant’s style of 
discussion. Ite piquancy, verve, buoyancy, and 
aseurance, would invest the dryest theme with 
’ glluring charms. * 
Nearly twenty representative writers of France 
sit for their portraits to Mr. Bessant, and it is 
remarkable what a strong likeness they all bear 
toone another. The national traits are present 
in each character,—a little difference in 
the proportions constituting the distinct im- 
dividualities. A description of one, with a 
slight variation in minor particulars, would 
do duty for them all, They are invariably light- 
hearted, good-tempered, satirical, irreverent, im- 
provident, sensual, and skeptical ; “ they have 
no strong convictions ; they are capable of mar- 
tyrdom ; they are full of animal spirits and ani- 
mal enjoyment ; they love life with all the pas- 
~ gion of a Greek ; they are like children for mock- 
ery, mischief, and lightness of heart.”

He 
claims for that nation the honor of having 
first broken through the blackness of the Middle 
Ages, and learned how to speak, write, and sing. 
~* Franee,” he says, ‘‘ was the first in the field of 
modern literature. She it was who changed the 
Latin for the vernacular ; her people first taught, 
and have alwaye gone on teaching, the equality 
of man. She began the reformation of religion ; 
it was she who most kept alive the fire of learn- 
ing, and most helped the long, slow development 
of the Renaissance. To her belong the great 
majority of medieval poets; England has only 
one,—Italy has four. She possesses the most 
glorious list, till the more sluggish blood of En- 
gland is roused, of writers, scholars, and philos- 
ophers. Hers is the largest roll of martyr-here- 
tics.” From the eleventh to the fifteenth cen- 
tury, satire is the strongest element 
in French literature and art. It is vis- 
ible im every line of the fabliau, the 
conte, and the chanson. The minstrel, the 
Cuarlatan, the scribe, the monk, the priest, the 

scholar, laugh, and sneer, and mock at them- 
selves, and each other, and the world at large. 
“Satire, open and undisguised, went up and down 
the face of France, striking all, sparing nothing ; 
ridiculing the ladies for their painted faces, the 

- lords for their tyrannies, the Pope for his pride, 
the clergy for their svarice—knight, lawyer, 
bourgoois, villain.” 

With some examples of the earliest chansons, 
sod s general sketch of the éruuveres and 
jongleurs of the thirteenth eentury, M. Bessant 
pauses to make as full a delineation as may be of 
the minstrel Rutebenf and his packet of melo- 
thes.

we come to Rabelais, the ecclesiastic, the infidel, 
the moralist, the bacchanalian, the buffoon, 
‘* the glorious wit and satirist,” of the sixteenth 
century. He was the most erndite man of 
his day; of that day when = schol- 
ars, leading eloistered lives, learned 
the whole ci:cle of the sciences and ail the known 
languages which had a literature worth reading. 
And be poured his learning into the ears of the 
people, striving to inform them how to dis- 
tinguish the true from the false, the shadow 
from the substance. He rejected both the 
trappings and the tenets of religion, and yet—we 
quote from M. Bessant: ‘‘‘In this great and 
wonderful world,’ Rabelais might have said, ‘ I 
see everywhere the marks of a mind whose 
grandeur is beyond anything which the human 
intellect can conceive. In the wondrous forma 
tion of the body, in the courses of the seasons, 
in the instincts of animals, in the great and 
awful mysteries of birth and death, in growth and 
decay, in the annual sleep of the world andits an- 
nual waking, in everything upon the earth, above 
it, and beneath it, I see benevolence, forethought, 
care for the happiness of creation. In the 
investigation of the laws which govern the world, 
I see the only hope of improving men’s lives, 
shortening their pains, increasing their joys. To 
search for the secrets of Nature is the work of 
our days, as to cultivate the pure intellect was 
the work of the ancients. Nature, on the one 
hand; Plato and Cicero, on the other hand. Be- 
yood these, what? Only the silence of the 
grave. To ail our questioning, no answer; to 
all our passionate longing, no lifting of the eur- 
tain. Light and joy beneath the sun; on fat 
side, what awaits ? Let us go on in the protec- 
aon of that intellectual sphere whose centre is 
evervwhere and circumference nowhere, which 
we call God. We have no revelation: we have 
but one hope: that, since the things required 
for our life are made so incomparably well, the 
benevolence of the Creator will continue, should 
existence continue, beyond the grave.’ 

**Not a Christian. Iam certain that Rabelais 
was not a Christian. Aud yet he never satirizes 
Christianity. A great moral teacher. 
Yes. But it would have been better for France 


. if, his book, tied to a mill-stone, bad been hurled 


into the eea. Not on account of the just and 
obvious eharge which auy one who opens its 
pages will bring against it. That is nothing. 
The filth and dirt of Rabelais do not ‘ake hold of 
the mind ; a little cold water wasles all off. I have 
said above that he wholly failed in his pyrpose ; 
he did more,—he greatly sinned, in a nb 
which has never yet been pointed ont. He de- 
stroyed effectually, perhaps for centuries yet to 
come, the earnestness in France. He found men 
craving fora better faith, beheving that it was 
to be found, and left them donbting whether any 
system in the world could give i. Great and 
noble as are many of the passages in Rabelais, 
profoundly wise as he was, I do believe that no 
writer who ever lived has imflieted such lasting 
injury on his country. 

** As for bis fault of coarseness, hie biographers 
defend ® om the usual ground,—taste of the 
eye, and so forth. Rubbish! Where is the 
taste of the eye m Erasmus? There has been 
no time in the world’s history, from Catullus 
downwards, when those who have sinned in this 
way have done 80 in deference to the ‘ taste of 
the age.’” 

Montaigne, the charming writer and the typi- 
eal Frenchman, appears next im the procession. 
to be dismissed in a few pages, as be is already 
so well known to the world. After him there is 
an account of “La Latyre Menippe,”—a fresh, 
clean, and healthy work, written by a band of 
unknown scholars. Maturin Regimer, Saint 
Amant, Voiture, and Benserade, succeed each 
other; and on their heels tread a troop of “ The 
Parasites,”—scholars and poets of the seven- 
teenth century, who were content to exchange 
freedom and manliness for the protection and 
the patronage of some member of the French 
nobility. Boisrobert, the privileged buffoon of 
Richelieu, was a representative man of this 
order. Like most of the humorists, he 
was an ecclesiasiic, a wit, and a 
profligate; and he was, moreover, & 
fine mimic, an admirable story-teller, and 
a good comic actor. Like all the rest, he led a 
life of pleagure, until age dulled his senses and 
death gave repeated warnings; then he sent for 
an abbe, and prepared to exchange his sins for 
deeds of repentance, his Atheism for absolution. 
As his deathbed-scene repeats, with light differ- 
ences, the experience of the ovher hoary satirists 
and sinners, we reproduce it: 

** The death of Boisrobert was not so edifying 
as he wished it tobe. He was, of course, re- 
pentant, and, after sending for his confessor, he 
began in the most promising manner, ‘ Do not,’ 
he said to his friends, ‘think of Boisrobert liy- 
ing, but of Boisrobert dying.’ 

‘* This was very good, so far,and quite what 
might be hoped. ‘God,’ observed his confessor, 

has pardoned greater sinners than you.’ 

** Old Boisrobert’s eyes began to twinkle again. 
‘He bas,’ he said, ‘much greater sinners. The 
Abbe de Villarceaux, for instance—’ he trad just 
lost money at play to this ecclesiastic—‘ is doubt- 
less a greater sinner than I, but I hope God will 
pardon him too.’ 

**One of the ladies at his bedside said to him, 
‘Monsieur |l’Abbe, contrition is a great virtue.’” 

“*Itis, madame,’ hereplied ; ‘I wish it you with 
all my heart.’ F 

‘* And his last words were, ‘I should be con- 
tent to be on as good terms with our Lord as I 
have been with Cardinal Richelieu.’ ” 

And thus the merry rogne dropped into the 
grave, with acruciix in bis hands, unbelief m 
his heart, and a repartee on his tongne. 

Overlooking, fer want of time, his suceessor, 
Scanon, we stop a few moments with the care- 
less, childish, improvident La Fontaine, who, be- 
cause he was more heedless, more selfish, more 
reckless, than most, wakens more interest 
and wonder: *‘ Arguing from strong pointsof re- 
semblance between the two great men, one is dis- 
posed to think that Harold Skimpole modeled his 
character on that of La Fontaine,—the disciple 
being iar below the master. For La Fontaine 
was more Skimoplean than Harold himself, He 
said to the world, ‘Give me leave to live among 
you; a little light wine, fruit in the season, 
plenty of music and singing, the society of 
young, pretty, and pleasant women, and an en- 
tire freedom from work aud anxiety,—these are 
alll ask. Give them to me, and let me enjoy 
myself after my own fashion.’ 

**The world took bim at his word, and gave 
him ail he asked. For threescore years and ten 
he did no work; be had no troubles; he dis- 
pensed with all unpleasant things; he enjoyed 
the society of pleasant women and the luxuries 
of rich men; and then, with a repentance com- 
fortabie and leisurely—La Fontaine was never in 
a hurry—for all sins and shortcomings not in- 
eluded or impled in the above, he quietly went 
out of the world in a green and serene old age.” 

With all this, La Fontaine was truthful; he 
never tried to hide his faults, and the world will- 
ingly forgave them, believing that, with the sim- 
vlicity of a child, he had a child’s irresponsibil- 
ity. And truth is the great charm in his wntings, 
as in his character. “Therein, as in a mirror, 
every man saw reflected his own impulses and 
thoughts ; or, to use avother simile, the writer 
seemed to take each reader into his confidence, 
while he went about, like a curious girl, and, 
with a certain feminine delicacy, lifting up just 
the corner of the curtain of the soul, afforded 
the merest peep into what was behind, with his 
finger on his lips ands smile in his eyes; the 
play of a child, perhaps, but of a ehild careful 
never to weund.” 

But pow enters Boileau, the one humorist 
out of the number who could say in 
honesty, on his deathbed, that he never wrote a 
word against morality. He was a master of 
the French language. Every sentence was ex- 
quisitely cut and polished, every word was in 
ite place, and every thought was perfectly ut- 
tered. Yet he was s workman, and not an 
artist. He wae an admirable imitator, but not 
& post. And, alas for his morality! be owed that

him as one of ourselves. Now, most of 
us are happiest in the company of sin- 
ners.” ‘But Boileau’s influence on _ the 


literature of France was strong and whole- 
some. French poetry, for a century af- 
ter he bad lived, felt the restraint which he had 
imposed upon ita license. It dared not again run 
riot in form and thought, as it had done before 
he inclosed it within proper limits. 

Of Moliere, Regnard, Gressei, and Beaumar- 
chais, we have not space to saya single word. 
But, from Beranger, who closes the list, we can- 
not withhold a few parting lines. The sketch of 
this gentle, self-sacrificing, sympathetic man, is 
drawn by our author with a loving hand. 
There is tenderness and reverence in every 
touch. It is well that we take leave of ** The 
French Humorists” with our feelings softened 
by the contemplation of a beautiful poet and an 
exalted character. Such love as we give to 
Shakspeare, Mr. Bressant declares we must feel 
for Beranger,—‘‘ the greatest humorist, the 
most finished lyrical poet, the most tender- 
hearted friend, the simplest man, that his 
country, that any country, bas everseen. .. . 
To hve the simple and self-denying life of Be- 
ranger, to work, save, spare for others, to grow 
old in well-doing, and then, when the shadows 
gather which precede the night, to lie down with 
a sigh for the world we have found so full of 
love, and die, leaving the rest to the bon Dieu, 
proud, perhaps, like Boileau, that we have done 
no wrong, and helped on the world,—is not this 
the course of a good man? It is, perhaps, a 
Pagan doctrine,—one is astonished at times in 
considering how many Paganismas still prevail, — 
but it has no lower an authority than the author 
of Ecclesiastes.”

BANK ROBBERIES. 


A Remedy for Bank Robberies. 


Description of the luterior of the 
“ Fidelity.” 


The Savings Institutions of Chicago. 


The publie are too familiar with the many 
bold and daring bank robberies that have been 
perpetrated in different parta of the country 
during the past few years to require any sug- 
gestions at this time in the way of greater 
caution and care in preserving their money and 
other valuables from the boid and often suc- 
cessful attempts at burglary and robbery.

Na- 
tional Bank of Quincy, in this State, was visited 
by these light-tingered knights of the “jimmy” 
and “ drill,” who were also successful in getting 
away with $60,000 ot the bank's funds, and as 
yet the thieves have not been apprehended, nor 
any part of the money recovered. And we might 
continue to cite a score of instances of the same 
nature, had we space at our command to do so. 

But bankers, merchants, and business-men 
generally, have, for the past few years,fuliy com- 
prehended the necessity of providing greater se- 
curity, in the way of bank-vaults and other con- 
trivances, for the safe-keeping of money and 
other valuables. And we are bappy to state that 
new aiid valuable inventions are being made 
which afford increased facilities for the safe- 
keeping of everything of value. 

SA7E DEPOSITORIES 
are by no means new institutions, as burglars 
for centuries past bave found their invulnerable 
walls of stone and iron a barrier between them 
and the coveted prize they contained.

The basement 
walls consist of heavy masonry and corrugated 
iron, thus forming a foundation for the vaults on 
the main floor.

Their inings and casements 
are composed of six thicknesses of half-inch 
alternate hardened and soft eteel plates, welded 
and bolted together, forming break-joints, and 
at the corners are large plates of the same mate- 
rial, adjusted in angle form. This metal is so 
hard that eighteen diamond drills employed in 
a test produced no impression whatever, 
although the drills were entirely destroyed. A 
single casement to one of these vaults weighs 
125 tons, while the outer door weighs three and 
three-quarters tons. From this, one can form s 
faint idea of the amount of metal there is to 
resist any attempt to break through. The doors 
of these vaults are secured by four Excelsior 
combination locks, thus retaining in their sock- 
ets im the outer door sixteen two-inch bolts, 
while the inner door is secured by ten boits of 
the same dimensions. Between the outer and 
inner doors there is a space of two feet, in- 
tended as an air-chamber for resisting beat, in 
case of conflagration, 

It may be proper in this connection to explain 
the object of two or more locks, each susceptible 
of many millions of combinations, to secure 
each door. It is mainly for the purpose of ren- 
dering the vaults inaccessible to any one of the 
employes or officers, each combination being in 
charge of a different person, each being entirely 
ignoraut of the otber’s combination,—thus all 
must be present in order to open the vauke. 
The necessity for this precaution is Ulustrated 
in the late robbery of the Milford Bank m New 
Hampshire, where the Cashier was not only forced 
to reveal the combination, but even to unlock it. 
Now, if this bank had been provided with two or 
more combination-locks, the forcing of the Cash- 
ier to reveal one combination would have been 
of no avail without securing the persons having 
a knowledge of the second, third, or fourth com- 
binations. The vaults are guarded by 

ARMED WATCHMEN 

both day and night, so that any attempt to force 
entrance would prove entirely futile. This in- 
stitution contains eight vaults in all. We ex- 
amined No. 6, which is about 30 feet long, and 
contains 1,200 metal boxes, each box being sup- 
plied with a different key or combination lock, 
being thus safes in themselves. In this section 
there are being placed 800 additional boxes. In 
the rear of No. 6 there is a large retiring-room, 
for the convenience of renters, and is s0 con- 
structed that each patron cam examine the con- 
tents of his box unobserved by any ove. 

Above No. 6 is constructed vault No. 7, which 
is mainly used as a depository for shawls, laces, 
fine clothing, and other articles of great value. 
Vault No. 1 and the jewelers’ vault above 
passed through the great fire of 1871, and are 
now in such a state of preservation that 
the varnish shows no effect from the heat what- 
ever. The vault contains 1,068 boxes ; in the 
back of this vault is a large burglar-proof safe 
of the McNeale & Urban manufacture, intended 
for special deposits. In the Dasement, the 
largest vault contains trunks and other large 
packages of value. In the vaultim the rear of 
this i¢ the vault in which the evar-faithful 
watch-dog, “ Fidelitv” passed thet disastrous 
Oct. 9, 1871. ‘ Fidelity” us # Newfoundland, 
crossed with the St. Bernard, and is always to 
be round at his post from 6 in the evening until 
7 in the morning.

Women have 
pacurally shrunk from any public comment upon 
thestate of things of which the recent scandal 
has been the result, because it is hard to touch 
pitch and not be defiled; but it may be possible 
to put the pitch at one side, and etill inaist upon 
the necessity of some force strong enough to 
counteract the effects of false teachings and 
incorrect reasoning, or, rather, 
EXCITED SENTIMENT. 

The close connection observable between emo- 
tional relig:om av4 the wide violation of mora, 
law, spreading through all grades of society, bas 
naturally led reasonmg people to conclude that 
the latter is the effeet of which the former is the 
cause. It seems to us that the psendo-senti- 
mestality which finds expression in lines lke 
these : 

But the sin forgiven by Christ in Heaven 

By man is cursed alway, 

and in the unthinking applanse with which it 
is greeted by the miultitude, does more to- 
ward generating a disregard for social 
law and the sanctity of monog- 
amous relations than «(ois Clat fit 
perceptible. It appeals at once to a bigher law 
than the natural ones that govern social equity, 
and frem the judgment of man to the seemingiy 
* more lenient judgment of God. That such sen- 
timent as this is unwholesome ; that it admits 
of wide latitude for self-indulgence ; that it has 
the same disintegrating effect upon the socia! re- 
lations which the appeal trom ijegisiative law to 
so-called higher law has bad in eivil eares,—ap- 
tome not to admit of the least doubt. 
sentimental religion has much to do with 
exciting ideas and emotions the resulis of which 
be geen in’a general depreciation of purity 
of characier throug!wut the commupity, seems as 
apparent as any other logical sequence. Given any 
jet it be called Divine iove, or what you 
will—tbat wea kens the rigid laws of truth and 
justice as exhibited toward oneself as well as 
one’s neighbor, and the legitimate consequence 


is a gradual 
FALIANG TO PIECES 
of the whole moral persona! status. 

Young people, girls eneny. as they pass 
from childhood to adolescence, avd are influ- 
enced by new phases of feeling which they do 
not undeistand and cannot assimilate, never 
having been bt to consider them in a 
proper light, stretch forth, ‘if we may 
so speak, emotional arms to grasp some- 
thing that shail satisfy this new de- 
mand and quiet this half-hysterical excitability. 
At this time, when the entrre physical and 
“Mental nature is in its most receptive stage,

‘ also striving for self-comprehension, how are 
these strivings generally met?

A ratber enjoyable melapcboly, occasioned by 
the same causes, follows, and ise easily made to 
appear to be remorse for certain deficiencies io 
persoval obligations toward a Supreme Being 
whose claims had never before been realized. 
Tbus the Inxury of woe is reached, and, in 
place of a tonic in the form of & good, sound 
disquisition upon one’s duty to oneself 
at this e of one’s existence; of the 
enforcing of the doctrine of personal 
responsibility in regard to individual moralty,— 
the whole tone of mental and moral character is 
weakened bythe above process. An ecstasy of 
overwrought feeling follows, which, finding no 
adequate return for all this gushing, soou seeks 
its own level. 

The reaction comes. The abstract ideal has 
ceased to satisfy, because it is but an abstrac- 
tion; the mind and soul cannot forever be 
kept afloat in this rarefied atmosphere ; and back 
to earth, with all its questiouings still unap- 
swered, falle the would-be investigator into eter- 
nal truths. With imdividua) character weak- 
ened, individual self-reliance ignored or unde- 
veloped, end thus rendered of no avail, the sen- 
timenta! religious victim, without any intention- 
al wrong-doiog, may become, without much dif-

VIOLATOR OF SOCIAL LAW. 

Higher law having been substituted for clear 
reasoning, Datural truth, and logical deductions, 
when weary of grasping at shadows which elude 
and betray, the neophyte loses faith, or, in other 
words, backslides. She has tried. doubtless, to 
keep herself up on the heights ; but, it being an 
unpatural position, it soon becomes untenable. 
She sinks back,—al! of which would not matter 
so mucb were she placed in the same- condition 
as she was at starting. This, unfortunately, is 
not the fact. Then she was simply querying, 
non-comprehending, but with a certain natural 
strength and force, which, if properly directed, 
would have carried her safely through this 
assailable period, to the firm years beyond. Now, 
however, thé stimulus of sentimental religion 
having excited ali her mental and physical sensi- 
bilities, inetead of exerting a strong moral force, 
thus strengthening and calming them; having 
also heen taught that thece is a higher law, be- 
fore which, under certain circumstances, all 
civil or legal restrictions must give way, she, 
wheu the hour of temptation comes, is literally 
left without any armor of defense. Nature's 
questions have received no adequate answer. If 
she is .empted to seek the solution, with no 
firm band to beld her back,—no older woman's 
pure, strong reasoning to explain, to assure, to 
repress,—the result is a foregone conclusion. 
Civil restrictions are forgotten, and it is 80 easy 
for the tempter to argue the higher law,—the 
marriage in the eight of Almighty God, the wit- 
nessing angels, and so on ad nanseum, until all 
absolute laws of mgeht and wrong are 

SUBVERTED BY SENTIMENTAL RELIGIOUS APOLO- 

GIES. 

And what holds good in this introductory stage 
obtains in later years to overthrow the moooga- 
mous relations of life. Having once admitted 
the absolute authority over us of »# Higher 
Power, controlling every action, omniscient and 
omnipresent, or, going still further, foreseeing 
and foreordainmg, it is a matter of course to 
charge every dereliction trom the path of virtue 
to the Being who made us as we are. 

Wedo notso often hear of the higher law 
being used as an argument for the guilt of those 
who bave arrived at mature years. This would 
be so patent a case of self-deception to any whose 
character had been formed, tiias they could hardiy 
use it even to themselves. Still, sentimental re- 
ligion seems £0 Offer such a premium for offense 
by throwing the responsibility upon a Higher 
Power, or assuming the forgiveness of that 
Power, no matter how great may be man's con- 
demnation of a fault, that we can scarcely won- 
der when the results are fatal to moral truth. 

A thorough teaching of the ethics of individu- 
al purity, an abrogation of the myth of higher 
law which shall condoue offenses against social 
avd mora! law, and the inculcation of a sense of 
individual obligation for individual rin, can alone 
meet the difficulties which beset the path of the 
young neophyte who is seel:ing for truth. When 
every mother in tbe land realizes that it is her 
duty to teach her young people the 

INHERENT BEAUTY AND DESIRABILITY 

of purity in thought and deed, the meutal and 
physical deterioration resultant upon its loss ; 
that individual sin brings unfailiug individual 
retribution; that no abstract higher law can 
condone asin egainst moral law, no distant 
future punishment atone for such gin,—then we 
may look fora self-reliant people, with senti- 
ment subservient to reason, and the social reja- 
tions of life preserved intact. These teachings 
are inthe bands of the mothers of the rising 
generation, and to the necessity of them we can 
no longer shutour eyes. Mankind bas, in so 
many cases lately, shown itself in so contempt- 
ible a form, 80 thorougbly proven its immediate 
descent from cowardly old Adam with his *' The 
woman temp meandI did eat,” that it be- 
comes every mother’s duty to enforce a sense of 
moral obligation upon both sons and daughters 
in its strictest, sternest sense. 

With the press of a nation teeming with his- 
tories of higher-law failures, the sense of obli- 
gation whica presses upon us grows painful in 
its intensity. Instead of teaching the doctrine 
of faith and works, we are rapidly being led to 
preach wolks alope as procuring at least tem- 
poral salvation. In lieu of inculcating trust in 
God, it would seem better to teach implicit trust 
in oneself. At all events,no great results of 
any kind, whether moral or material, can possi- 
bly be reached without the latter. Complete 
faith in oneself is 

A NECESSITY TO SUCCESS, 

and will overcome almost any difficulty. In- 
stead of treating young people to the wonders 
of Divine love, as exemplified in the case in 
which the repentant sinner is bidden to ‘* Go and 
ain no more,” would it not be quite as well to 
leave that episode of Biblical history to those to 
whom it may be supposed to apply, and teach 
our own offepring, as theyare growing from 
childhood to adoiescence, the practicability and 
advisability of protecting themselves ? 

Sensationalism baving invaded the theatre and 
the pulpit, having flooded the world witb a litera- 
ture peculiarly its own, it must be fought with 
new weapons. Formerly, when the surround- 
ings were #0 different, it answered well enough 
to let young people grope their way from dark- 
ness into light; but now “hey are assailed in so 
many different quarters, so that ict is time 
every woman in the ilaod woke to a know!)- 
édge of her personal reeponsibility in 
the matter. Her giris need to be guarded, 
quieted, and kept back; tanght  intelli- 
gently and reasonably; kept alooi from the en- 
ervating influences of sentimental religion, with 
self-respect and personal obligatiop msisted u 
on. The same holis good of ber sons, thong 
so long asa different moral code exists for the 
sexes, it will hardly be carried out thoronghly. 
Still, many men, no doubt, have learned the fal- 
lacy of the remark, which is frequentiy made. 
that ‘‘ Religion is a very good thing for women.” 
Any so-called religion that bas not sufficient 
binding force of moral and personal obligation 
to — wrong-doing, and that does not act 
with equal efficiency upon both sexes, 

Is NOT GOOD FOR WOMEN. 
One that does, no matter what it may be called, 
is quite as necessary for one sex as for the 
other. When euch a state of moral ethics ob- 
tains with the majority, and we have educated 
the rising generation, so that, acknowledging 
their own responsibility, they will no longer 
have an excuse for any lapses either from honor 
or morality, by throwing the onus upon a sup- 
posable overruling power, nor find an exciting 
cause in the emotions awakened and cultivated 
by the appeals made to the senses in behalf of 
an abstract idea, which simply demands creduli- 
ty, and does not even make a preteuse of satis- 
fying the —— of reason, then we may have 
cause to believe that, as wives and mothers, we 
have done our duty. re D. i

REVIEW OF AMUSEMENTS. 


**MOORCROFT” AND THE CRITICS. 

For the past two weeks the newspapers of 
New York, Manager Daly, and Bronson Howard, 
the dramatist, have been indulging in a diseus- 
sion marked by intemperate language on the 
one side, and ip genera! by a fond self-adulation 
on the other. The discussion is interesting to 
people living away from New York, inasmuch as 
It relates to that somewhat indefinite, and, as the 
New York critics wouid have us believe, unat- 
tainable, object, an American drama. 

The cause of all this discussion is Bronson 
Howard's latest dramatic composition, 

‘. MOORCROFT,” 
which was written for Mr. Daly's company, 
and was played for the first timea fortnight 
ago. Its production gained for it the unanimous 
condemnation of the crities,—the Tribune, Her- 
aid, World, and Times apparently vying with one 
another in saying uapieasant things, not of the 
drama only, but of its young author, Mr. Brou- 
son Howard. This gentleman’s prime offense 
seems to be that he was formerly connected with 
the journalistic profession in New York, having 
occupied a good position, if we are correctly in- 
formed, on the New York Tribune, It ia per- 
haps for this reason, together with the marked 
ability of its ertic, that 
THE TRIBUNE 

has so completely distanced its contemporaries 
in the work of deriding the autbor and condemn- 
ing his American drama. Of the merita of the 
piece we can know nothing. The eritics, io their 
very evident desire to crush Mr. Howard and bis 
drama out of existence, have kept the world in 
total darkness as to its merits or defects, They 
have treated it with very general denunciation, 
never condescending to particulars in one in- 
stance. Now, all that the Chicago public knows 
of Mr. Howard is comparatively favorable. It 
knows something more than New York does. It 
has seen and laughed over “‘Saratoga,” and en- 
joyed the good things in the picce even while it 
may not have accorded it unqualified approval. 
It has also seen another comedy, ‘ Diamonds,” 
by the same author, which was not as successful. 
‘The third piece, ** Lalian’s Laat Love,” was pro- 
duced at Hooley'’s Theatie, in this city, for the 
first time, and, being a very fair piece, With mavy 
merits, bad a hearty recepuon, From these 
three dramas, especially the last, which was 
more pretentious than the two former, and con- 
tained evidences of deeper thought, together 
with a better knowledge of dramatic conatruc- 
tion, we were ed to regard = Mr. 
Howard as a promiging young dramatist 
with every prospect of future distinction. We 
are surprised to learn, therefore, from the 7'rib- 
une that ‘‘At bis present rate of development 
we should prefer to meet with his work about 
the vear 1912.” 

From the eager manner in whieh his last un- 
fortunate piece was danmed, and from the care- 
ful avoidance of all mention of the piece, 
whieh was not brought out im New York, we fancy 
we detect 

THE ANIMUS OF THE ATTACK. 

Mr. Howard so far defied the proprieties as 
to trust to a provineial reception for his best 
effort. This suspicion is confirmed by a similar 
avoidance of his drama, ‘*‘ Drum-Taps,” which we 
have not seen, and which was played for the first 
time in Decroit,—another provimeml town. The 
critics, in measuring Mr. Howard's ability, have 
carefully confined tuemseves to ** Saratoga ” and 
‘‘Diamonds.” Why is this? It would almost 
seem as thoegh they had been waiting for 
an opportunity to convinee the author of these 
two farcical comedies that true criticism could 
only be foundin the metropolis. If Mr. How- 
ard still doubts this proposition, be must be 
all that they bad called him, for pobody but an 
“ imbecile,” a ** schoolboy,” a ** ninuy,” **a man 
of no account,” can read the criticiam of the New 
York press upon * Mooreroft ’-without candidly 
admitting that jusetand impartial criticism is 
contined to the four newspapeis we have named. 
Tbeir exhibition of calm analysis and unbiased 
judgment Carries conviction with it as a necessi- 
ty of the case. 

Mr. Howard, in a card to the New York 
Tribune, selects for the benefit of the ‘* school- 
boys,” “ ninnies,” and people of ‘* no account 
whatever,” who fail to regard these papers as 
infallible, 


SOME OF THE PHKASES 

which have been used in connection with his 
dramatic efforts since 1870. They are not flatter- 
iag. Here are some of them: “* The dreariest 
rubbish "; * gross and vulgar exaggeratious ”; 
** uniformity of imbecility ”; ** frisky stupidity ”; 
‘*contemporaneous tomfoolery”’; ‘inane ab- 
surdity "; ‘‘like grinning through a horse- 
collar”; ‘“* schoolboy imitation of French filth ”; 
** sickening puerility,” etc., etc. It is quite evi- 
dent that in the axsault upon him by the New 
York presse Mr. Howard has had a hard time 
of it. 

In addition to this onslaught upon ‘“ Moor- 
croft,’’ the critics have been driven to accuse the 
young author of 

PLAGIARISM, 

repeating a charge made some years sgo—sub- 
sequently refutea by Mr. Howard—by the critic 
of the London Times. It was this charge which 
iuduced Mr. Howard to reply in a ecard, and he 
made a defense in the Herald of a satisfacto 
character. In the otber papers also he lai 
about him with fair effect. As between author 
and critic, ic was a fair fight—as fair, that is, as 
could be expected with such odde against him. 

Unfortunately, however, ‘‘ Moorcroft” was 
brought out at the Fifth Avenue Theatre, and its 
condemnation gave Mr. Daly too good an 
opportunity to come before the world in 
battie array to be carelessly neglected. 
He selects ‘‘ The Ameiican Drama” as a subject, 
for the excellent reason that he is a part of ube 
American drama. Mr. Daly has done some very 
good things for the American drama, by erecting 
a superb theatre, and collecting a peerless com- 
pany of artista, which he has lately weakened by 
estianging two admirable actresses,—Miss Dyas 
and Miss Merant. But it is rapidly being for- 
gotten that Mr. Daly has wiitten American 
dramas, for 

To have done is to hang 
Quite out of fashion, like a rusty nail, 
In monumental mockery, 
and Mr. Daly is not the man to “case his repu- 
tation ip his tent.” The cry went once on bim, 
and he was not going to let the public forget it. 
Accordingly, after roundly rating the critics en 
masse for squelching every American play as 
soon as it appeared, he modestly states that 
he has written three American plays himself, 
**Divoree,” ** Horizon,” and * Unaer the Gas- 
light,” and recoliects with pleasureable sensa- 
tious the verdict the public gave them. The 
public has something to say about ** Divorce,” 
which at best is a joint-stock affair. The gen- 
eral reader will miss from the catalogue of Mr. 
Daly’s contributions to the American drama 
“Taming a Butterfly” (from ‘ Papillon,”’) 
‘** Leah the Forsaken” (from Mosenthal’s ‘‘ Deb- 
orah,”) and the French dramas of the * Frou- 
Frou” order, also by Mr. Daly, but omginally by 
some Freneh author. Mr. Daly omits these, 
AND WHy ? 

What is the use of advertising oneself if one 
only does it imperfectly? ‘‘ The conviction,” 
pursues the coutributor to the Americas drama, 
‘*forces itself upon the minds of the average 
playgoer and newspaper reader that the dramatic 
critic is behind the age. I think it is time for 
the dozing censor 10 wake up and behold the 
American drama already established (by Mr. 
Daly?) and progressing. I was once a dramatic 
critic myself,” which last refreshing piece of in- 
formation is made an ingenious excuse for Mr. 
Daly's putting a finger into the pie. 

It so happens that the *‘ dozing censor” awoke 
at Mr. Daly’s call, and responded over his own 
name, 

A. C. WHEELER, 
opening his remarks with the following retort :

The produce markets were more active to-day, 
provisions exhibiting the least life, and the range 
of prices was irregular. The trading was chiefly 
of the character known as speculative, and the 
purchases of cash lots were made mostly to ap- 
ply on options, though there was a moderate 
shipping movement. There was less to do to- 
day, except in barley, than is usual on the last 
day of the month, in settling up contracts which 
expire by limitation on the day in question. 

The demand for dry goods was only fair, 
neither local nor outside buyers taking hold very 
freely. Prices ranged the same as for two or 
three days, whére at the moment they are steady 
and firm. There was a moderate degree of 
activity in the grocery market, at steadily-main- 
tained prices. No important changes were ap- 
parent in the butter market. In some quarters 
there are evidences of weakness, but, ae a rule, 
holders entertain firm views, and are 
not urging sales at any eoncession.

The several branches of the building trade 
in that city have not been before in so unfavor- 
able a condition as now since the beginning of 
the panic of last year. The building improve- 
ments for the first half of this year were greatly 
less than for the same time of 1873, and the 
gradual decrease in the trade since the beginning 
of summer has been as wellin the direction of 
cheaper houses, as fewer of them. More tene- 
ment houses, more stores, and tenements, and 
more ** French flate ” are built in proportion to 
the whole number of houses than formerly. 
During the quarter ending with Sept. 30, the 
report of the Superintendent of Public Buildings 
shows that, while less than half as many 
buildings were planned as in the three preceding 
months, there were only one-third as many first- 
class dwellings, but three-fourths as many tene- 
ments. The Superintendent calls attention to 
the fact that the character of the tenements is 
gradually improving, and speaks of the French 
flats as ‘‘architecturally and hygienically credit- 
able to the eity, being spacious, convenient, 
well lighted, and weil ventilated.” The plans 
submitted for the quarter represent 257 new 
buiidings, ef which only 27 are first-ciaes dweli- 
ings and the remaining 144 tenements. Th 
estimates for these buildings reach #3, 034,950. 
The bighest estimate for any one building 
is $200,000, for that of the Evening Post 
at Broadway and Fulton street. This is to be ten 
stories, or 115 feet, in height, a frontage on 
Broadway of 62.10 feet and on Fulton street 103.5 
feet, and 8 to be constructed wholly of briek, 
stone, andiron.

Bot, after its first use, its progress 
seems to have been rapid, for in the 
latter part of the eleventh century, at the 
time of the first crusades, it was in the full vig- 
orof youth. Krom that ume to the commence- 
ment of the fourteenth century chivalry was 
flourishing, but the civil wars of the Roses in 
England, the institution of a regular system of 
warfare on the Contiaent, and the organization 
of disciplined armies, weakened its powey, and 
destroyed that spirit of individual valor and bon- 
or which was ove of its leading characteristics. 
But ere it died, a Bayard ** sans peur el sans re- 
proche,” embodied mm nis lite all the virtues of 
the idcal kuighi, and since its extinction a lasso 
and a Spenser, have crystallized them in verse.

Queen Eleanor, in giving a reason for one of her 
decisions, said: *‘ We dare not oppose tbe de- 
cree of the Countess of Sciampagna, who has 
already pronounced on a similar questiov.” 
Andrea il Capellano, a chaplain at 
the French Court who flourished about A. D. 
1170, wrote a work in Latin, * De arte amandi 
et di reprobatione amoris,” which gives the rules 
or ** Code of Love,” and the time and manner 
in which they were found. This ancient chroni- 
cler relates that a Breton knight had traveled 
into a forest in search of King Arthur, when he 
was met by a fair damsel, who told him that she 
knew the object of his search, which could not 
be obtained without her aid. She also told him 
that his lady had directed him, as a test 
of his love to her, to find a falcon which 
was perched on tie summit of a pole 
in the court of Arthur. But, the damsel in- 
formed him, it was necessary for him to prove 
by some knightly contest that the lady of bis 
choice was the most beautiful of all at Court. 
After many romantic adventures, according to 
the worthy chaplain, the knight found the fal- 
con, but was told that he must also take a book 
coutaiving the ‘Code of Love,” which was at- 
tached to the pole, and publish it in the name of 
the King of Love. The knight did as directed, 
aud the thirty-one rules so promulgated became 
the laws of the courts of love. However it may 
be as regards this account of the origin of the 
code, it 18 certain that there were 
THIRTY-ONE RULES 

which served as the basis for the government of 
these courts, and, as they are not easily to be 
found, we give a free trausiation of them in 
their order: 

1. Matrimony is no legitimate excuse against 
love. 

2. He who does not know how to conceal can- 
not love. 

3. No one can love two at the same time. 

4. Love always either increases or diminishes. 

5. What a lover takes from aa unwilling giver 
will not be relished.

8. No one, except for a reasopable cause, 
ought to be deprived of love.

11. It is not fitting to love any one whom it 
would be a shame to marry. 

12. A true lover does not desire the embraces 
of the beloved except from aifection. 

13. Love rarely lasts when divulyed. 

14. Ap easy aliaiument of the desires renders 
love contemptibie ; diiliculty causes it to be re- 
garded highly. 

is. Every lover beeomes pale in the presence 
of the beloved. 

16. A; a sudden appearance of the beloved the 
heart of the lover begins to tremble. 

17. A new love compels the old to flee. 

18. Uprightness alone makes any one worthy 
to be loved. 

19. If love grows less, it quicklv dies and rarely 
returns to life, 

20. A lover is always timorous. 

21. From true jealousy the ferver of love al- 
ways increases. 

22. A suspicion concerning the beloved once 
having beeu entertained, tue zeal and passion of 
loving increase. 

23. He sieeps and eats less, whose thoughts 
are engrossed in love.

The troubadours, theoretically, regarded love 
as @ passion which was only to be gratiiied as 
far as Was consistent with honor, aod they de- 
clared that those who sought love for carnal 
pleasure were blind, and without judgment, and 
ought to be banished from the court of love. 
Andiea il Capellano also said, in his treatise, 
that no one ought to be in love uniess he re- 
garded honor above all things. This rule he 
declared was in times past regarded as binding, 
but that in his day men bad so far degene:ated 
taat they did just the reverse. Unfortuuately 
this accusation was only too true, and Andrea 
himself is said, by a contemporary writer, to 
have been extremely dissolute in his course of 
life. 

THE SUBJEGIS OR QUESTIONS 

which were the basis of the contests were very 
diverse, and ofcteutimes fanciful, and it seems 
as though the acme of ndiculousness was reach- 
ed when we find acompany of ladies and gentle- 
men aitempting to decide which was the most 
convincing evidence of love—an amorous giance, 
a squeeze of the hand, or a pressure of the foot. 
The Countess of Champague, m reply to a ques- 
tion as to whether love could exist between bus- 
band and wife, decided that it could not, be- 
cause lovers in their relations to each other were 
always governed by good will for each other, 
and never compelled to do anything, while mar- 
ried persons were compelled to _ give 
up to each other, in every respect. 
Therg could, moreover, be no jealousy between 
them, without which no love could exist, accord- 
ing to the old rule of love. He who is not jeal- 
ous cannot love. The same judge had a proto- 
type uf Longfellow’s Miles Standish, upon whom 
to pass judgment—a secretary, who, having been 
employed as a messenger between a lover and bis 
lady, broke faith, and succeeded in winning the 
lady for himself, and the decision was that the 
false lover, who had found a lady so suited to 
him,—one who was not ashamed to be a party to 
such treachery,—sbould keep the lady, if he 
pleased, and she him, but that neither should 
ever have any other lover, nor ever enjoy the 

rivileges of the Court, nor title of Kimghbt or 
Radootenee be had disgraced the honor of 
chivalry, and she had shamefully declined to one 
who was only a messenger. 

ANOTHER QUESTION 
possessing ® more immediate interestin the 
preseut day, decided by the same Countess, was, 
What things could a lady lawfuily receive from 
ber husband? ‘Tothis the reply was that she 
could accept bodkins to part the hair, love-knots, 
wreaths made of goid or silver, buckles, or belts, 
mirrors, purses, ribbons, combs, gloves, rings, 
spices,and pretty little vases,and,generally speak- 
ing, any small gifts which were adapted for the 
adornment of the person, the enhancement of 
the beauty of the face, or which serve as a keep- 
sake and memento of the lover. But no gft was 
to be accepted which raised a suspicion of 
avarice ou the part of the giver. 
THE VISCOUNTESS OF NARBONNE 

was asked the rather delicate question as to 
whether, if a lady, baving, been honorably attached 
to a knight, should marry, she would be obliged 
to deny her first lover his accustomed favors, to 
which she replied that the supervention of the 
nuptial bond did not rightly exclude the first at- 
tachment, unless the lady dezired to whally re- 
nounce love. 

ANOTHER AMUSING DECISION 
depending ou ove already mentioued is the fol- 
lowing: A knight was deeply in love witha 
lady who was, however. engaged to another; 
she promised to return his affection if she should 
cease to love the first. Shortly after, however, 
she married thia first bver. The rejected suitor 
demanded the favor, which she refused. on the 
ground that she had not lost the love of her first 
lover, and subsequent husband. Queen Eleanor, 
to whom the perplexing question was referred, 
held that she cou!d wot overrule the decision of 
the Countess of Sciampagna, who bad solemnly 
pronounced that true love could not exist be- 
tween husband and wife, and she should, there- 
fore, decide that the lady must accord her prom- 
ised favor to the knight. 

The following will be found consolatory to 
those who find it difficult to always worship at 
one shmnne: A happy lover asked permission of 
his lady to pay attentions to anotber fau one. 
Leave was given, and his attentions were for a 
time transferred to another; but he soon re- 
turned to his first object of affection, who, bow- 
ever, indignantly repulsed him, ciaiming that he 
had revdered himself unwortby by asking and 
then accepting such a permission. Queen 
Eleanor, however, favored the follower of Bng- 
hem Young, saying such is the nature of love! 
Oftentimes lovers pretend to desire other bonds 
to prove their fidelity and constancy to the ob- 
ects of their affections. To refuse their

OAK PARK. 

The subject of geveral interest to-day in Oak 
Park will be the dedication of the new and éie- 
gant church-building of the Congregational So- 
ciety, situated on Lake street, andin the most 
accessible portion of the village. The building 
is constructed of stone, and ite exterior presents 
a beautiful and massive appearance. 

The entrance to thé church is from the south 
end. The vestibules on the first and second 
floors are large and elegant, being 16 feet wide 
by 55 feet long. 

The audience-room is reached by two stair- 
ways, and is 55 feet wide and 61 feet lomg. At 
the south end of the audience-room is a gallery, 
the dimensions of which are 16 feet by 56. From 
the floor to the ceiling, which is most hand- 
somely and elaborately frescoed, the distance is 
38 feet. The seate are arranged in eencentric 
lines, and are made of black walout, aud neatly 
upholstered. The windows are large, and have 
massive mouldings. The giass is stained in 
such & Manuer a6 to produce the most pleasin 
effect. The seatings in the audienpce-room will 
easily accommodate 550 ns. The imterior 
fiuish of the room and the architectural design 
of the same are pleasing and imposing. 

On the first floor of the building are situated 
the lecture-room, two parlors, infant class-room, 
kitchen, and the pastor’s wats b The lecture- 
room 18 45x55 feet, and furnished with chairs. 
With it are connected the two parlors, and by 
means of foiding~doors the three rooms may 
be converted into one large room when occasion 
may require. The ceiling of the lecture-room 
and parlors is frescoed, aud the finish of tthe 
rooms is in keeping with that of the remainder 
of the building. The pastor’s study is connected 
with the pulpit in the audience-room by means 
of a stairway, and with the lecture-room by a 
door. 

The ladies of the Society have furnished the 
carpets, cushions, and the puipit furniture, at a 
cost to themselves of about $1,600. 

The height of the steeple is 156 feet, and the 
weight of the bell is 2,500 pounds. Thecost of the 
lot and building was about $47,000. 

Mess:s. J. W. Scoville, 8. E. Hurlbut, and the 
Hon. H. W. Austin have constituted the Building 
Committee. The building and lot are held by 
the Ecclesiastical Society, a body co-ordinate 
with and including the church, and whose officers 
are J. W. Scoville, 8. E. Hurlbut, George Eckart, 
H. W. Austin, O. W. Herrick, Trustees; F. D. 
Sherman, Clerk and Treasurer. 

The Congregational Society of Oak Park was 
organized in 1863, with 13 members; 208 have 
since united with the Society, 72 have removed 
elsewhere, and 6 have died, leaving at present a 
membership of 143. Three pastors have minis- 
tered to the Society; the Rev. C. E. Dickinson, 
now of Elgin, from 1868 to 1867; the Rev. U. W. 
Fairfield, now of Monroe, Michigan, from 1867 
to 1870. From 1870 to the present time the Rev. 
George Huntington, the present pastor, has 
ministered to the Chureh, and by his faithful- 
ness and purity of example has endeared bimseif 
to bis people. Among the members of the 
Church are some of the wealthiest citizens of 
Oak Park, and successful business men of Chi- 
cago. 

The present officers of the Church are 5. E. 
Hurivat, A. Ridell, G. E. MeNeill, A. T, Hem- 
ingway, Deacons; W. F. Furbeck, Clerk and 
Treasurer.

Wood, $60: C. E. Hequem- 
bourg; $69.75; E. Mason, $56; A. Lake, $0. A 
bid was aleo submitted from the Northwestern 
Gas and Water Pipe Company, offering the 
Wyckoff wooden pipe as follows; 4-inch at 50 
cents per lineal foot; 6ineh at 85 cents, and 8- 
inch at $1.10, 

For the laying of pipe as per specification, the 
bids were as follows: Farrington & Branch, 

24¢ cents; Charlies C. Webster, 379g cents; KB. 
A. Abbott, 29 cents ; C. E. Hequembourg,35 cents; 
A. Holstein, 20 cents; E. Mason, 32'¢ cents ;

Sinuce- 
bourg claims that the price of iron was higher 
when the contract was signed than it is pow, bui 
well-known iron-dealers say ut is not so. Let 
the people ponder on this, and blame alli to the 
old Board. The pew or the present Board act 
rightly in letting contracts, and are not in favor 
of allowing contractors twice ihe worth of a job. 

The fire-alarm telegraph line has finally been 
started, and by another week it is expected it 
will be io condition for the transaction of the 
businees it is intended for.

OUR HUMOROUS POETRY. 


Lowell says that *‘ True humor is never divorced 
from a moral conviction.” Investigation shows 
that, while sentiments of beauty and humor are 
incongruous, morality and humor nearly always 
coexist If the latter is genuine, it utters hu- 
man instincts and has biood-warmth. LEolian 
sentiment and the quiverings of worn-out nerves 
are raison d'etre for so much modern’rhyme, that 
what is matured by the air and sunshine of com- 
mon days should be as welcome as wholesome. 
Lives doomed to ceasleas activities and sordid 
calculation, cannot always be healthfully fed by 
scientific truth and sombre reason. There should 
be sunny hours, in which ricn results are reaped, 
through the consciousness of pure enjoyment. 
Rbythm is not sufficiently an undress for broad 
humor ; the mood must flow free, here and there, 
as water finds its course. Still, there is a certain 
pleasure in the contrast between funny ideas 
and poetic array, as in a rosy child strutting in its 
mother’s gown. Our literature of this kind is 
more promising than abundant. 

Fitz-Greene Halleck and Joseph Rodman 
Drake were our first writers of serio-comic poetry. 
Together they wrote poems satirizing men, man- 
ners, and New York City life « half-century 
ago, which, through numerous local allusions to 
what is now obsolete, are unenjoyable to-day. 
Dr. Drake left few poems. These, however, 
evince a delicate, rapier wit. Halleck was en- 
dowed with sentiment and fancy; but the influ- 
ence of Moore and Byron pervades his writing 
and his surface-biossoms thrust no deep roots 
into human nature. His naturally serious mind 
made his poetry more burlesque and mocking 
than humorous. He has left a few earnest and 
charming poems, but his brilliance dazzled and 
led him astray. He wrote lively, graceful 
vers de sociele, a8 a man of i the 
New York world fifty years since. In 
**Faopy” he ridicules the beau-monde of the 
period ; the poem is smart, lightly sneering, but 
diffusive, stretching purposeless through 1,200 
lines. Fanny's father **nussed hig earnings” 
till he eould ‘set up in Hanover square ;” and 
his daughter fed, in dreams, on “ social splen- 
dor and success.” The goal attained, sorrow 
and ruin as quickly overtake them. Miss Fan- 
ny’s linguistic attainments are thus catalogued: 
She couid speak French and Italian equally well 
As Chinese, Portuguese, or 
What is still more surprising, she s 
Most of our longest English words off hand ; 

Was quite familar with Low Duteh and Spanish, 

And thought of studying Modern Greek and Danish. 
While outwardly the father ‘“‘trod grandeur’s 
pinnacle,” ‘‘ scandal hinted that cash was scarce 
with him, and credit altered.” To reassure the 
worid, a great party is given: 

Some five hundred cards of invitation 

Bade beau 2nd belle in full costume appeer, 
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There was a most ificent variety, 
Ail quite select and of the first society, — 
The arbiters of fashion and —— 

In different grades of splendor, from the head 

Down to the very toe of our nobility. 

If the following verses outline the manners of 
the time, we rejoice over a great improvement 
in the behavior of the best society :

Toeir shrewd Yankee insight exposes the cun- 
ning greed hidden beneath a ragged cloak of 
boasting. National weaknesses reveal them- 
selves in &8 most naive manner. It is curious 
that no dialect, however awkward, can degrade 
dignity and nobility of sentiment. The portraits 
of demagogues 


Who impress on wer yd mind 

The comfort an’ wisdom o’ go‘n’ it blind, 
et anawer to the life. The Honorable Preserved 
Oe says: 

The fust thing for sound polititians to larn is, 

That truth, to dror kindly in all sorts o’ harness, 

Musas be kep’ in the abstract,—for, come to apply it, 

You’re ept to hurt some folks’ imterests by it,

Ez though ‘twuz sumthiu’ paid for by the inch; 

But yet we do contrive to worry thru, 
Ef Duty telis us thet the thing ‘s to du. 


It is pleasant to hear the world’s beanty de- 
scribed in common phrases, and to feel that 
wearers of cowhide boots are stirred by the 
sweet revealings of the poetry ensouling nature 
and life. We acknowledge tbe brotherhood be- 
tween the former and the poet whose rhymes are 
perfect time and measured melody. latter 
is most valuable to blinder spirits, since, 
as soon a8 aught awakens its proper feeling, the 
‘virtue has gone out” of it, though there may 
have been no word spoken: 

Our spring gits everythin’ in tune, 

An’ gives one leap from April into June: 

Then all comes crowdin’ in, afore you think, 

Young oak woods mist the side bill woods with pink} 

‘The cat-bLird in the laylock-bueb ie loud ; 

The orchards turn to heaps o’ rosy cloud ; 

The cedars blossom tu, though few folks know it, 

An look, all dipt in sunshine, like a poet, 

eee rs RR 

Climbs against the breeze with quiverin’ wings, 

Or, givin’ away to it in mock despair, 

Runs down 8 brook of laughter thro’ the air, 

Lowell's comic writings are calm, strong, and 
healthy in sentiment, and profitable studies in 
language. The worth of words is revealed by 
quaint spelling (siuce the Yankee dialect objects 
to overdraping its ideas). 

John G. Saxe is a moralizer, apt to see surface- 
suggestious and connections of opposites ; he is 
more satirical and facetious than humorous. His 
pieces nearly all leave on our minds a sense of 
effort. His longest poems must be ephemeral, 
since, when passing customs are satirized, the 
wit becomes less apparent as the years go by. 
** Miss McBride ” was written in 1846. The re- 
verses of a soap-boiler and his proud daughter 
are related. Asin ‘ Fanny,” there are hits at 
fashionable frivolities, and a home-thrust at our 
most vulnerable national affectation : 

Of ail the notable things on earth, 
The greatest one ie pride of birth 
Amongtur “ fierce Democracie,”— 
A bridge across a hundred years, 
Without a prop to save it from sneers, 
Not even a couple of rotten Peers ; 

A tilting for laughter, flouts, and jeers, 
Is American Aristocracy. 

‘* Progress,” a poem of 480 lines, of which 400 
have at various times been: quoted, is full of 
felicitous language and facetious wit. Saxe 
writes for amusement, and he amuses. His 
place is unique, and there is none among our 
wits to dispute it. The long poems fatigue, 
since eomnnuing folly is not always a pleasant 
pastime at which to assist. Excessive sharpness 
wounds both object and spectator. Saxe metes 
due méasure to 


His classic pun is good ;

He cried as loud as loud could be, 
In a place where nobody rides at all, 
Among the best satires are those in “ The Devil 
of Names,” 
Who cheats by false graces and duplicate faces, 


“The Cold Water Man” and “The Bnefless 
Barrister" are the best samples of punning apd 
facetionsness.

Bret Harte and Joba Hay form a separate 
class among hamorists. Bret Harte is a true 
poet, whose alert sympathy divines the truthe 
illustrated by all nature and life. In his best 
poems, his humor portrays noble souls in 
whimsical forms, aud our smile is not 
contempt, but pleasure, for we are 
honored that humavity draws one breath, 
By satire, on the contrary, shabby weakness is 
clad in her garb, which should adorn high-soul- 
ed actions, and then we repudiate the brothere 
hood of man. Belittling skepticism wearies ; 
we permanently enjoy what exalts appreciation 
of our kind. The poems which are most popa- 
lar, and which hold the fullest and finest flavor 
of Harte’s geuius, describe men of the Far W 
whose manners and speech are pungect 
aromatic, like their resin and pines. The hard 
strife for existence has there stripped naked the 
surface of human voices, without uproot- 
ne tenacious human sympathies. In 
“Flynn of Virginia” we recognize the bond 
of brotherhood, warm and vital. We see him in 
the tunnel, and free honor, through him, shaggy, 
horny-handed mea who shoulder pick and shovel, 
being assured that knightly blood yet flows in 
knightly veins:

Humor 
as keenly discerns this unsymmetrical destiny 
and its incompatibility, with the noble forces en- 
gaged; but itcan smile, knowing the fleeting 
nature of this unfitness; while sarcasm 1s bitter, 
because the future offers it no ample dues for 
the present.

The McKee mansion was saved through 
the exertions of students from Asbury Univer- 
sitv.
